When Christmas morning brings its note of cheer, 
Bts message, “ Peace to all men and good will; ” 
A holiday, the grandest of the pear, 
Brings Beaven’s warmth to cold Becember’s chill. 
The workman bids his work wait for awhile, 
The farmer has no thought of Barvest grain ; 
The thespian must wear a pleasing smile 
Gnd, more than ever, strive to entertain. 


The children prattling on a mother’s knee, 
Well pleased with gifts from Christmas’ patron saint, 
To him are nothing but a memorp, 
And pet his lips will never frame complaint. 
Hince time unknown, he’s worked upon that dap, 
The dap when jop and friendship onlp reign ; 
When all the world may laugh, or feast, or pray, 
Then, more than ever, must he entertain. 


The church bells, with their cheering, gladsome song, 
Are heard within the darkened dressing room ; 
But, though their notes forever map prolong, 
They cannot ease the heart’s unpielding gloom. 
Away from home, awap from all lobed best, 
The heart unlinked from eberp sacred chain ; 
The thespian, though all the world map rest, 
Row, more than ever, strives to entertain. 


The Christmas tree, with all its soothing light, 
Brings bliss to children, with their parents nigh; 
But stage lights, as on other Christmas nights, 
Bring onlp tears to everp actor’s epe. 
Perhaps the Savior, when he sees the woe 
Of others, who must bear their cross of pain, 
Sends blessings to the actor here, below, 
Who, on each Christmas, strives to entertain! 
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Victor Herbert, in discussing the subject of 
grand opera, makes several statements which 
should go far to dispel erroneous impressions ex- 
isting in the minds of the public. Among other 
things discussed in the interview Mr. Herbert 
sald: 

“The prevailing opinion seems to be that the 
composer is a sort of musical magician, who, 
after making due obligation to the muse, pro- 
ceeds to be struck by lightning flashes of inspi- 
ration, and creates on the spur of the moment. 
Then it is generally supposed that the verses are 
written to fit the music, which is a reversal of 
the usual rule, as the words are the guiding 
factors inthe movements of the melody. 

“First in the creation of any light opera comes 
the contract, or order from some manager or 
star, accompanied, in the case of an establisht 
composer and librettist, by a cash deposit in the 
form of advance royalties. 

“As to the collaboration of composer and lib- 
rettist, customs differ. Some librettists supply 
merely the lyrics, from which the composer is 
to gain his idea of the opera, and the music to 
be supplied; generally, however, he gets the 
book as fast as it Is written to guage the spirit 
of the entire work. At the allotted intervals in the 
libretto occur the musical numbers, solos or con- 
certed, with which he has principally to deal. 

“In the composition of light -epera I follow the 


Wagnerian method to a certain extent. For the @ 


principal thread I use a leit-motif, which re- 
occurs as the story develops and figures promi- 
nently in the finale. Some of my friends call 


the theme, light opera must have a backbone, 
otherwise it is an indetermined thing, which 
never arrives at a consistent and convincing cli- 
max. As the plot is to the libretto so the leit- 
motif to the score, binding the entire composi- 
tion into a musical whole. Having once settled 
the form of the score the composer must study 
the sequence of the numbers, their sentiment 
and subsequent development. 

“The composition of light opera is no more 
beneath the dignity of a scholarly musician than 
comedy to a dramatist who can write tragedy. 
The former appeals to and consequently influ- 
ences more people, and as regards light opera 
it requires fully as much skill and inspiration 
as heavier forms of music. 

“We hear a great deal about the so-called de- 
cline of light opera, and some go even so far as 
to predict the day when it will be extinct. But 
we have had light opera for more than 200 years 
and will always have it in some form or other. 
The Dragon of Wantlet was, I believe, the first 
English example; then came The Beggar's Opera, 
written by Gay to ridicule Italian opera; while 
Richard Brinsley Sheridan did not deem it be- 
neath his dignity to write the libretto of The 
Duenna. 

“I do not think that light opera is on the de- 
cline. Those who sigh for the palmy days should 
take the trouble to compare the scores of some 
modern lHght operas with those of Lecocq, Offen- 
bach and Audran; and altho the American com- 
poser has labored under great disadvantages, his 
work on the whole will compare favorably with 


DSCULSES 
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indication of a light opera renaissance, and the 
American composer will be ready to meet the 
demand. 

“To analyze the desires of the music-loving 
public and to offer a forecast of what it wants 
is very difficult. The opulence of the people and 
the luxury which prosperity has begotten in the 
last decade has forced managers to make more 
ornate productions; but they can not cover the 
defects of an inane and trivial story and an 
unmelodious score. A well-constructed and co- 
herent lyric work is neeessary to achieve digni- 
fied success, 


“Genuine light opera may be compared to its 
parallel of the dramatic stage, the romantic 
play. In the structure of both are nicely bal- 
anced the elements of comedy, love and ro- 
mance, 


The successful writer of plays for music must 
be a jack-of-all-arts (and some stage trades). He 
must be a composer of music in his mind; that 
is, he must be able to think out his play musi- 
cally as well as dramatically. Also, he must con- 
struct a comedy as ingenious and amusing as if 
it were to be played without music; then he 
has to take his book to pieces, find places for 
the songs, and last, but most important, he must 
be qualified to write them. 

“In England the libretto of a light opera is 
generally the result of the co-operation of sey- 
eral mighty intellects. In Am_rica the librettist 
as a rule supplies all the material, prose and 
rhyme. Critics often say that a light opera 


it a “light” motif; but no matter how tenuous 


Altho it is probably two decades since Adelina 
Patti has been heard at her best, none of the great 
singers who have come forward during that period have 
been regarded as qualified in all respects to reign as her 
successor to the title of “Queen of Song.” 

Even Nellie Melba, in her very best days, was not able to 
conjure audiences (nor could she command the Patti prices 
at the box office) to the extent that would permit of her 
receiving even one-half of the honorarium paid to the now 
retired diva. 

The great singers of modern times, such as Mary Gar- 
den, Emma Eames, Geraldine Farrar and Nordica, have 
none of the qualities which made Adelina Patti priceless 
even long after her voice had deteriorated, for it must be 
remembered that when she was least of all worthy, on her 
last American tour, she was paid $5,000 a night, by far the 
largest sum ever paid to any singer, male or female, in the 
world’s history. 

As yet no singer of Patti’s sex has been able to com- 
mand one-half this sum. Melba’s highest fee has been 
$2,000. The others receive nearer $1,000 a night than 
$2,000, and not one has ever been magnet enough to attract 
the public at a $5.00 scale for seats for a concert, nor has 
any singer possessed the drawing power to record a $10,000 
house, as Patti did for twenty-five years. It was rare, in- 
deed, that she sang to an audience representing less at 
the box office, and even now, when she elects to make her 
annual appearance at Albert Hail, London—the tremen- 
dous seating capacity of this edifice is treated to the 
utmost—$15,000 isthe smallest amount Patti has 
ever played to in London. In recent years there 
have been several male stars whose drawing capac- 
ity has excelled that of any of the prima donnas 
except Patti.

Thus it will be seen that Patti holds all the records,’ 
and it is only in the last year that any one has appeared 
on the horizon likely to take her place, for it is not to be 
denied that Luisa Tetrazzini, on her last tour, has dem- 
onstrated that her vogue is of the greatest, and there is 
every indication that she is becoming the greatest draw- 
ing card of her generation. 

Tetrazzini, too, has nearly all of the Patti qualifica- 
tions. She is of the same physical type, is just such a co- 
quette, sings at her concerts practically the same arias 
and encores that Patti did, charges the same prices, and 
in some instances has drawn quite as large audiences. 
Moreover, Tetrazzini is in her prime, and her vogue has the 
appearance of being of a sensational character, with a 
tendency to increase, in fact. The excitement which Patti 
aroused all over the country omher tours has never been 
duplicated until Tetrazzini’s presentation, and as _ the 
younger singer is carrying everything before her, there is 
every indication that her fame and vogue will equal and 
pehaps even surpass Adelina’s. This may appear a sweep- 
ing assertion, but there is everything to justify it.

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In this day and genera- 
tion, when we watch with in- 
terest the production in this 
country of plays relating to 
the Chinese and staged after 
the manner and customs of 
the Chinese, it is altogether 
fitting and proper, and even 
interesting that we should ex- 
amine, more or less carefully, 
the Chinese drama, the the- 
ater, the actors, in fact every- 
thing pertaining to the his- 
trionie art of the Chinese.

effects, all 
are of Greek origin. The only dif- 
ference between the Chinese plays 
and those of the Roman playwrights, 
Plautus and Terrence,—we are rea- 
sonably sure that they took their 
plays directly from the Greeks—lies 
in this fact; the Roman dramatists 
translated their plays from the 


Greek, making a few changes in the 
plot to make them appear original, 
while the Chinese based theirs on 
the music and themes of the Greeks 
but did not take their plots directly 
from the old Greek dramas. 

The Chinese drama, at 
far as we know, owes its inception 
to the time of the Emperor Wan Te, 
about the year 580 A. D., altho it is 
usually attributed to the Emperor 
Yuen Tsing, 720 A. D., and then 
again to Emperor Ming Huang. 762 
m wD. The old idea was that the 
arama was the censor of the morals 
of the people and that it was the 
duty of the playwright to produce 
plays that would werk to the ultimate good of 
the audience. Ti's idea gradually lost its force 
till finally the drama of the Chinese has become 
only a means for passing the time,—of pleasure 
and celebration. It began with old tableaux of 
the mountebanks at the country fairs. At the 
very beginning the drama and the opera went 
hand in hand and has been continued even down 
to the present time of the horrible sounding Chi- 
Even the old-time mummers 
accustomed to sing their dialogs. It was 
the thirteenth century that the Chinese 
drama reached the highest stage of its develop- 
ment. But of the plays and players of the period 
we have little record and all the old plays of the 
Yuen dynasty have been lost, with the exception 
of a few that have survived in later day versions 
and adaptations. There is, Qowever, a collection 
of one hundred plays written and during 
that period that have come down to us These 
were collected and publisht in the year of 1626, 
three before Shakespeare's first play was 
produced. Before the time of the Emperor Yuen 
Tsing, 720 A. D., the Chinese drama consisted of 
nothing whatever but pantomime. Afterward, 
however, this form of dramatic expression 
gan to decline and fell into disrepute and finally 
disappeared altogether. 

There are four periods in the development of 
the drama of the Chinese and these are all very 
indistinct and uncertain. _Each one had names 
applied to the plays produced during that time— 
a name and style distinct and peculiarly char- 
acteristic of itself. They have very little mean- 
ing for us, as may well be seen from une in par-

ticular. For example the name of one play pro- 
duced during this time which has come down to 
us is Diversions of the Woods in Flower. Abso- 
lutely no meaning can we get from this. Others 
not worthy of mention are equally unintelligible. 
The first period is that of the Tsing dynasty, 
beginning in 720 A. D., and extending down to 
907 A. D. During this period the drama was 
limited to production presenting topics and events 
of extraordinary interest to the Chinese people. 
They consisted of adventures of the heroes and 
gods of the Chinese and would constitute what 
we would call the heroic drama. The civil war 
of that period interrupted the development of 
the histrionic art of the Chinese and it is not till 
the second period that advance begins to make 
its appearance. Of the plays written and pro- 
duced during the period from 960 to 1119 we have 
very little record and we know almost nothing 
whatever except that they were called Hi Khio. 
During the third period in the development of 


the drama reached its highest plane and after 
that the drama began to decline. Most of our 
knowledge comes from the records that have 


been left to us by the writers and historians of 
this period. The productions of this age are

In fact, quite the Opposite is noticeable, for at 
this time began the very rapid decline of the 
drama. The chief difference in the plays of this 
period and former ages lies in the appearance of 
certain farcical dialog, which was of the lowest 
class and hardly worthy of mention except that 
it marks the beginning of the decline and fall of 
the histrionic art among the Orientals. 

In theory, there is, at the present time, no 
drama under the sun that is more consistently 
elevated in purpose and tone than that of the 
Chinaman. Every play must have a moral and a 
meaning. In fact, the penal code of the Empire 
makes it an offense punishable by law for a drama- 
tist to create an immoral play. The immoral play- 
wright, too, expected, after death, to go to purga- 
tory, where he would suffer untold agony for 
the same length of time that his play lasted on 
earth. In practice, however, the Chinese drama 
falls far short of its ideal. The Chinese have 
plays and playwrights that are far worse than 
any we have or expect to see and this 
fact will, in all probability, result at some future 
time in the establishment of some sort of censor- 
ship. 

At first the Chinese theatrical productions 
were used to convey some religious ideas to the 
people, but later this religious element almost en- 

tirely disappeared except

known as the Yuen-Pen and 
named very possibly after emperors reigning at 
that time. These plays are the greatest source 
of our knowledge of the Chinese drama. A total 
number of eighty-five playwrights and dramatists 
produced during this period at least five hundred 
and sixty-four plays. One of these in particular 
was what we would call a tragedy and was dis- 
covered by a Jesuit missionary by name, Joseph 
Henry Premare, in the year 1735. It was called 
Tchao-Chi-Cu-Eul and means The Little Orphan 
of the House. It was during this period that the 
model of all Chinese playwriting for ages to come 
was written. The writer was an obscure school- 
mester, Kao-Tong-Kia, and he is held in as great 
esteem by the Chinese people as Shakespeare is 
by us. His play was entitled the Pi-Pa-Ki, mean- 
ing the Story of the Lute, and it was the only play 
that this author ever produced It was consider- 
ed, even as the eighteenth century, as 
the monument of morality and the masterpiece of 
the Chinese drama. It was reproduced first by 
the Ming dynasty in 1404 and after that off

on for several hundred vears, enjoving a longer 
life than any of our modern English dramas have 
ever known with the exception of Shakespeare. 


It was written for-the purpose of producing a re- 
action against the immorality of the drama exist- 


ing at the time and especially against a very 
popular play of the day, namely Si-Siang-Ki 
(The Story of the Western Pavilion) by Wing 


Chi-Fou. 

Pi-Pa-Ki seems, however, to have failed in its 
purpose, because no improvement was noted dur- 
ing the fourth and last period from 1369 to 1644 


where it occurred in the 
form of religious buffoonery 
and then it was of the low- 
est type possible. In theory, 


too, the Chinese playwright 
was limited in writing his 
play to the choice of certain 
topics and characters. For 
example, it was against the 
law of the land to introduce 
into a play any personage 
like the emperor, the em- 
press, well-known princes, or 
in fact any other high dig- 
nitary of the government. 
In practice, however, the 
Chinese dramatist chose his 
own subject and introduced 
whatever characters were 
necessary to the plot of his 


Story. If he saw fit he intro- 
duced the emperor or anv 
other high office holder he 
Wisht. In fact, the Chinese 


are as free in their choice of 
subjects and characters as 
are American playwrights 
today. They usually drama- 
tized any and all subjects, 
anything in fact, to make a 
play It is the same with us 
today. The purpose was to 
produce a play, and the con- 
cern of the dramatist is not what he shall or shall 
not use, but merely to get something on the 
boards to make money. 


The stage of the Chinese theater is little more 


than a bare platform. There is no scenery what- 
every used. There are two entrances to the 
Stage, one from either side. This is true of all 
the permanent theaters existing in the Chinese 
Empire As a matter of fact, however, there 
are ne permanent theaters at all in China except 
in the more populous cities Here too, they are 
of the simplest kinds In the smaller towns 
and cities, when a theatrical production is to be 


produced the theater is erected one or two nights 
before the performance is to oceur.. Often it is 
the night before the performance that the per- 
formers get together and erect their stage. Then 
after the show is over, the theater is torn down 
to be transported to the place of the next per- 
formance, The theaters are of the simplest con- 
struction possible. They are built of bamboo 


and matting tied together with rattan No nails 


are used in the construction. It is possible and 
It very frequently happens in a Chinese village 
that the actors erect in a night or two a theatre 
large enough to accommodate more than two 
thousand persons After the show, the theaters 
are torn down by cutting the rattan strips with 
large knives carried with the company for that 
special purpose In this way the same theater 
buildings are used time after time to give the- 


atrical performances in various parts of the coun- 
try The actors themselves are given the exclusiv

, The seasoned theatergoer of the 
United States, who is used to “taking 
in’ all the best shows in the world, 
incidentally, some generally ranked in the 
category known as “punk,” sadly misses his ac- 
customed amusements when he gets “outside of 
civilization.” 

I use quotation marks acvisedly in conncc- 
tion with the last phrase, because, no matter 
where one goes, he will find an element that in- 
quite strongly that “this is the greatest 
country in the world, sir’—and that ‘goes,’ 
whether you are in China, India, Peru or Ho- 
boken. 

Several years ago I read of one lost “Yank” 
in Shanghai who was asked what three things he 
missed most. And I remember his answer—or at 
least, two-thirds of it. He said: “A good vaude- 
vil show, a good lunch counter and —,” but, as 
I said, I forget the third item. However, I can 
sympathize in the first two wants. And mind you, 
Shanghai has a foreign population of something 
like 10,000, and is frequently referred to as the 
“Paris of the East,’”’ and “One of the most cos- 
mopolitan cities of the globe.” And it is, as far 
as that goes. 

But as for vaudevil? Or anything else of a 
first-class nature in theatricals? Nay. I was 
there two months last winter,

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Same thing in Japan, or practically so. I was 
in Tokio and Yokohama a couple of months last 
spring, and the only performance in either place 
during that time in English was a concert given 
in the Gaiety, the one English theater in Japan. 
And this was by local people only—sort of semi- 
professional, semi-amateur affair. I did have the 
luck to hear Japan’s leading woman vocalist, 
Madame Shibata, who had been educated in music 
in Germany, so I was told, but at that she sidled 
on the stage clad in Japanese costume—which is 
not half so romantic when you see it every day, 
bear in mind and I can’t say that I was enchanted 
with her voice. An alleged baritone, a Jap named 
Kamor, made a feeble attempt to sing some high- 
class songs in English, notably Shubert’s Wan- 
derer, but only succecded in making most of the 
audience either grin or else snicker outright. 

And even in Honolulu, which is only a couple 
of thousand miles frorn San Francisco, and di- 
rectly in the track of China, Japan and Australian 
liners, the really good entertainment is a matter of 
a “long time between drinks.”” Four years ago I 
was there for several months. When I arrived a

The Teatro Renacimiento is 
greatly favored by _ society 
and the wealthier class; here 
the Italian and French opera 
companies appear, and here 
are given high-class Mexican 
and foreign plays. The Te- 


atro Arbeu is a fairly fine 
house and most of the Amer- 
ican companies playing in 


the city appear at this house. 
One of the oldest theaters 
in the city, but which has 
recently been remodeled, is 
the Teatro Principal, which 
dates back more than 150 
years. This theater is much 
frequented by the _ poorer 
classes, and of course, the 
performances are not of a 
very high grade. The thea- 
ter does not seem to be as 
popular with the masses as 

some other 


and during that entire time 
there was nothing save “‘mov- 
ies’? to be seen with the excep- 
tion of one or two amateur 
dramatic productions of a single 
night each. And that, with 
ships of war of a dozen nations 
lying in the river, on account of 
the revolution. Their presence 
was, however, in reality, hardly 
needed, for not a hand was lift- 
ed against foreigners, and there 
was no fighting in the city it- 
self, not anyway near it, for that 
matter. 

Last fall and summer I spent 
nearly six months in Manila, 
Now there is a so-called Ameri- 
can city—at least it is under the 
U. S. flag, and there are several 
thousand civilians, and several 
thousand troops stationed there 
all the time, which, of course, 
means many officers also. Yet 
in all that time, with the excep- 
tion of two shows, there was 
nothing to be seen but the 
ubiquitous “m. p. s.."". One of 
these was a third-rate Cockney 
light opera company. Yet, so 
hard up are they for amusement ' 
there that I personally knew of people going to 
every one of the seventeen performances, and of 
course, the bill was repeated in several cases. 

I was working on a daily at the time, and when 
I scoffed at the outfit, the city editor, who had 
been there seven years, and the woman proof 
reader, who beat him a year or two, simply re- 
marked, “that’s all right for you. You're fresh 
from the States. But you wait till you've been 
down here as long as we have, and foul be glad 
to see anything.”” And in the light of a later ex- 
perience last winter in & miserable Chinese town 
in the North of China, I could believe them. 

The other “show” was a—or an-nth rate 
“South African circus." The owner, who also offi- 
ciated as “ringmaster,” did duty in the “band,” 


=‘ 


playing a picolo at times between the “acts.” The 
aforesaid “band” consisted of five pieces, and 
numbered about four nationalities at that. And 


the leader, who played first—and only—clarionet, 
at one time retired and later appeared in the ring 
in “black-face,” doing a clown turn with a fiddle. 
Afterward he “washed up" and resumed his 
proud leadership of his “organization.” But it 
made no difference, and again, I knew people who 
saw the “show” several times Just pure des- 
peration, you see. 

Several years ago I spent nearly a year on the 
west coast of South America and in all that time, 
altho I was for the most part in coast cities that 
boasted opera houses, I never saw an English or 
American show. Some years before that an Eng- 


lish light opera company had come down the coast 
playing such things as Pinafore, The Pirates, etc., 
and the fellows I met in Callao and Lima had not 
done telling of those people up to that time, altho 
it was three or four years afterward when I was 
there. 
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cheap barnstorming lot of stock people was just 
winding up an engagement. I went the first night I 
was in town. That was enough. 

Afterward the Australian kids, known as The 
Liliputians, came from the Orient, and sang four 
weeks. And, in all probability, they never got 
the treatment they received there elsewhere in 
the world—and never will again. The people 
simply fell in love with the children. One man 
took them into his store and gave everyone a 
new hat and a pair of shoes. The street car 
people gave them a special car out to the beach 
and entertained them at the famous watering 
place, Waikiki. Autos were at their disposal 
every day—at least—for some of them. Private 
ones, I mean. And as for candy and flowers, etc. 
—they were simply swamped. But that was be- 
cause they were clever children. 

Of course, the great bar to even half-way de- 
cent theatrical companies traveling the Pacific is 
the cost of transportation. 


It may be noted from the foregoing that when 
one leaves the good old U. S. A. for countries 
other than modern Europe, their experiences with 
theatrical amusements are more likely to prove 
novel than entertaining. On this side we find the 
Mexicans gn amusement-loving people, and Mex- 
ico as a sult is fairly well represented on the 
theatrical ap. Nearly every town in the coun- 
try with a Hopulation over 10,000 or 12,000 has 
a theater of some sort, edifices that would com- 
pare favorably with the ones found in “tank 
towns" in the U. S. A. The larger cities, such as 
Chihuahua, Parral and Guadalajarha have a num- 
ber of fine theaters, but unfortunately, the prices 
are high and good attractions rare, as a result 
the houses are closed most of the time. Mexico 
City, the principal city, is well supplied, the 


forms of 
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of concert and music halls and 
moving picture shows. 
Theatrical conditions in mod- 
ern Europe are, of course, on as 
high a plane as in the United 
States, but there are a number of 


European countries where the 
theater is an almost unknown 
form of amusement. In others 


the theater has been sadly neg- 
lected, in particular Greece, the 
ancient home of the drama. In 
only one city, Athens, the capital, 
are theatricals -worthy of the 
name. This city boasts of two 
real theaters, but at that one of 
them is a joke, and gives the im- 
pression of having been the initial 
attempt of the architect at theater building. The 
other, which was built by the King, aided by 
private subscriptions, is a small house, but first- 
class in every respect. Here a stock company 
of perhaps 25 to 30 members, a number of them 
excellent actors and actresses, holds forth six 
months of the year. The company has a large 
repertoire, ranging from ancient Greek tragedies 
to modern melodrama. But alas, the theater ap- 
peals not to the modern Greek, and were it not 
for a generous subsidy by the King, this com- 
pany could not exist. Several members of this 
company have appeared, and with considerable 
success, in England and America, while in turn 
some of the best European talent has been seen 
in Athens. An America, Miss Isidore Duncan, ap- 
peared there several years ago, in classic dances, 
garbed in ancient Grecian costume at which the 
good people of Athens lookt askance at first, ow- 
ing to its rather abreviated nature. Right here 
it may be said that in no other country are the 
morals of the stage so high. Indecency is not 
tolerated in any form, the singing of a suggestiv 
song would mean that the singer would be hooted 
off the stage, and perhaps prosecuted for the of- 
fense. An itinerant dramatic troupe is also 
boasted; this troupe plays melodrama almost ex- 
clusivly, in the summer in Athens, in the small 
summer theaters or gardens, of which there are 
a number, and in the winter traveling thru Greece 
and even as far as Egypt. 

Conditions in Russia are alSo in a primitive 
state, save in the more important cities; the large 
cities, however, such as the capital, St. Petersburg, 
Moscow, Warsaw, Odessa, Kiev, etc., possess some 
very fine theaters and opera houses, and the 
amusement is on an exceptionally high plane, so 
high in fact, that the masses are practically barred

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“Variety is the spice of life.” And altho spices 
are not the staples at life’s meal, yet they are 
properly regarded as indispensable, and amuse- 
ment parks always have been—as they always 
will be—regarded as an integral and essential 
proportion of the mass of amusement that lends 
variety to existence. 

Amusement parks, indeed, antredate all other 
forms of amusement. The ancient classical drama 
was acted under Grecian skies, not roofs; Roman 
conquerors gave their public games and festivals 
in the open, and in still earlier times Babylonians 
and Assyrians had their fairs and gardens at 
which amusements were provided for the popu- 
lace, all of these being the ancient forerunners of 
our modern amusement parks. 

All thru the middle ages, fairs and festivals 
were taking place, and whether they were indus- 
trial or otherwise in character they never failed 
to have their amusement providers—head-bal- 
ancers and wire walkers, skippers and dancers, 
wrestlers and grotesques and clowns. Many a 
modern vaudevil act had its original inception in 
the antics of a gymnastic family on an English 
green or at the court of a petty Italian princeling 
celebrating the capture and sack of a neighbor- 
ing hamlet. 

Around the year 1600 the famous Neapolitan 
grotesque, Pulcinello Aniello, was so extensively 
travestied—in name if not in feature—(the chron- 
iclers state that his picture on the frontispiece 
of Punch, that famous weekly “comic” our Brit- 
ish cousins take so seriously, is but slightly exag- 
gerated) that Punchinello, or Punch-and-Judy 
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The theater is not only a temple of dramatic 
art, but a clearing place where we may form im- 
pressions of our brothers and sisters, and then 
complain about them. Whenever anyone vio- 
lates the community of interest that is supposed to 
exist in an audience, some querulous soul is near- 
by and gives vent to his protests, either inwardly 
or outwardly. Really the American audience is 
better behaved than any in the world, if we ac- 
cept the descriptions given by the English, Ger- 
man and French critics. The actor has an es- 
pecially easy time in these United States com- 
pared with his British brother. The “‘booh,” that 
bete noir of a London opening night, has never 
made its appearance with us, and, notwithstand- 
ing the advice of Professor George Pierce Baker, 
of the Harvard Dramatic Department, we hope it 
never will. To take issue with that eminent au- 
thority, “boohing’”’ is really not very nice, and 
after all, the actor and playwright have enough 
to contend against without mob criticism. There 
are plenty of gentlemen ensconsed in comfortable 
seats who will dip their pens in vitriol if a play 
violates any real canon of public taste. Besides, 
“boohing” is a violation of the rights of that 
part of the audience which may enjoy the play. 
If an auditor cannot restrain his critical indig- 
nation, there are exits in plenty. 

But to return to American audiences and the 
little foibles displayed by the man or woman in 
the next seat. There should be a law against 
dinner parties dropping in the theater and re- 
garding the play as a sort of liqueur to be taken 
after meals. Of course, what is said here is ap- 
plicable only to dinner parties where the host has 
not been at all disinclined to begin with a cock- 
tail or two, and then to accelerate digestion with 
whispering sec or brut, ard where the guests are 
in a receptiv mood to liquid hospitality. You 
ean always detect such a party. The brain is 
working at a tangent to that which its occurring 


shows, were soon known in the then uttermost 
parts of the earth. And since this particular de- 
vice has lasted in favor until our day, who shall 
say when any ride or caroussel or circle swing 
or similar device shall fall in public estimation? 

And since parks always have been, who shall 
say that they shall not always be? 


Which brings us at once to the crux of this 
article. It is generally conceded that “some- 
things is wrong” with our parks. This being 


granted, it would seem to be reasonable and 
proper to attempt to discover that “something,” 
trace it to its source and eradicate it. 

Promoters by hundreds have been driven to 
distraction and financial failure by the apparent 
freakishness of the public; when the mutable 
many has failed to deliver its nimble nickels in 
sufficient quantities to avert disaster, they have 
cursed fate and derided all attempts at amuse- 
ment park improvement or promotion. If a farm- 
er has a bad year—which does happen—he re- 
trenches without blaming his farm, and girds his 
loins for the next season’s work. He does this 
usually because he owns his farm; it is his liveli- 
hood; he understands farming, and because he 
knows that the next season will probably recoup 
him. 

Moreover, the farmer can stand up and say that 
it was not his fault. Too often the park pro- 
moter cannot conscientiously say this. Far too 
often it has happened—and this is not the ex- 
treme case of the irresponsible promoter ignorantly 
and blissfully playing with O. P. M.—that the 
promoter honestly believed success should have 
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on the stage. The conversation of a party is of 
far more importance than the dialog of the play- 
wright, or the lilting air of the composer. The 
men ioll back in their seats as if expectant of 
tonsorial attention. The women are, perhaps, the 
greatest offenders in the matter of talking, but 
the dinner party generally possesses one man who 
is the comedian and even outdoes his sisters in 
his sotto-voice efforts to create subdued laughter. 
It must not be thought that the party is blatant. 
The members do not appreciate that they are 
spoiling the evening of everybody within the 
zone of their chatter. But if you kill a man thru 
carelessness, he is as dead as if the deed were 
done with malice aforethought. At times an 
usher is summoned by one of the victims, and a 
gentle hint is quietly given the party that the 
people about them have: really come to see “the 
show,” and not to be edified with the crumbs of 
conversation that fall from the diners. After all, 
why should those who are not in the mood to sit 
attention to the play, waste their own and other 
people’s money and time in the theater? 

Much has been said and written against the 
man who is so unfortunate as not to have an 
end seat, but insists on walking over everybody 
to get an entr’acte drink. Personally we believe 
this man has been libeled. In the first place, a 
man who seeks the lobby betweén acts is not al- 
ways in the quest of a drink. This is a day when 
most of us demand fresh air, and it must be a@- 
mitted that the atmosphere of a theater is not 
composed of as much oxygen as God’s out-doors. 
But grant that the man is exercising what he 
regards as his inalienable right to a drink. It is 
not alwavs his fault that a woman’s hat is knockt 
out of shape as he makes his way thru the narrow 
path. bounded qn one side by huddled knees and 
by hard backs of seats on the other. En passant, 
it might be sajd that if a man knocks certain styles 
of feminine headgear out of shape, he may be gerv- 
ing art unconsciously. To be fair, itis not so much 
the fault of the man se@king a drink that these 
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been his. Bad weather may have been a factor 
in his undoing, but we refuse to believe that a 
season of inclement weather ever was the sole 
cause of a season of financial failure. All prob- 
abilities incline to the opinion that the promoter 
deceived himself. Possibly he had experience of 
but one side or angle of a game that has more 
facets to it than modern banking. And modern 
banking has its schools: modern park manage- 
ment has none but the old and costly one of ex- 
perience, whereof the price can never be foretold. 
Moreover, banking runs in methodized grooves and 
subordinate channels watched over by clerks 
whose routine is as a religion to them. The park 
manager must personally overlook everything in 
detail if he is to win success. His is the guid- 
ing brain of what is always an original problem 

Therefore, at least one of the causes of the com- 
parative laxity in park conditions must be laid 
at the door of the insufficiently qualified and 
financed promoter. Many a white elephant lies 
at the doors of these fanciful dreamers. Piers, 
parks and rides promoted and built in such places 
and under such adverse industrial and natural con- 
ditions and circumstances that failure was fore- 
doomed. Ordinary prudence and a study of the 
factors involved would have led to their aban- 
donment at their inception. 

Again, in taking over an old park or building 
a new one in a community that calls for it, the 
promoter is prone to overshoot his mark, overcap- 
italizes, overestimates and overdoes everything 
and then vainly endeavors to recoup himself in

many protests have been raised; it is woman's ap- 
pare! that generally is the source of the trouble. A 
woman knows that the space between seats is 
narrow, yet she dresses. as if she intended to 
occupy a box alone. Thespace in front of her 
seat becomes clustereTr up unloading day in 
front of a wholesale dry-goods house. When 
the thirsty man makes a mute demand to pass, 
the woman in the case is not only forct to arise, 
but she has to drag with her enough trumpery to 
fil a showcase. The simple issue is, should a man 
g0 thirsty or should a woman forsake her gauds 
when she goes to theater. in these days of equal 
rights it is a matter of wonder that women do 
not promenade more in the lobby between acts. 
In such manner they could get out of the way of 
their thirsty brethren and exchange gossip while 
waiting the call of the curtain. 

The man who seeks a drink between the acts 
is not as great offender as the man or woman who 
arrives after the play has started and interrupts 
the attention of several hundred people. This 
custom has become so bad in London that the 
playwrights have taken it into account and the 
dramatic action does not begin until a minute 
or two after the curtain rises. Kistemaecker 
has used this device in two of the London verafons 
of his plays, The Turning Point, and Instinct. In 
the English capital they call the disturber “Big 
Foot,” and the appdilation app@ies, no matter if it 
is a woman delicately shod. 

But after all we are pretty well behaved in the 
theater about as much as our @ivilization will per- 
mit. It will be remembered that in Shakespeare's 
day the gallants sat an the stage, @ngered the 
costumes of the actors, and made uncomplimentary 
remarks when the play pleased them not. The 
pit was a place where rough sailors gathered, ard 
their method of criticism consisted largely of 
hurling articles of food at the performers. We 
may treat our umpires pretty badly, but the acter 
receives at least courteous attention from Amert- 
can audiences. 
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In July, 1910, there passed away in the city of Indianapolis, 
Ind., one of the oldest and best known circus men who ever saw 
service under the walls of a circus tent. Away back before the 
Civil War in the little town of Cincinnatus, N. Y., Hiram Marks 
Was accustomed to visit and view with great eagerness ali the 
circuses that came to town. Here it was that the future famous 
clown finally deserted the home of his childhood and followed 
the circus boys. He ran away from home and joined the Welch 
National Circus, at that time one of the best shows in existence. 
For the first few weeks Hiram had a very hard time getting 
along. He was a raw, green, country boy with no experience in 
circuses whatever and consequently was of little use to the show- 
men. His ambition held him to his purpose, however, and finally

or 
60 years old, are priceless treasures to their owner, 
J. F. Stowe, to whom The Billboard is indebted for 
their use. The first is of John Stowe’s Bandwagon in 


1850, the second vehicle of its kind ever used in 
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A serious problem is now confronting the 
gentlemen who make a business of providing 
theatrical entertainment for the fickle public of 
these United States. 

Down thru the ages, since Thespis spoke the 
first lines, the drama has obtained its development 
by following a single form. The Grecian drama- 
tists made the addition of characters, and the 
Elizabethian poets brought it to a state of literary 
perfection to which modern producers have added 
costumes, scenery, and mechanical contrivance. 

At a comparativly recent date the drama 
reacht its complete growth. Then, as it had 
reached the final limits of progress and could 
go no further in its single form and serve the 
purpose of amusing the several classes of thea- 
tergoers, which had in the mean time, come into 
powerful existence, meteor-like, it shot off many 
fragments from the main body, and these frag- 
mnts took the shape of musical comedy, vaude- 
vil, burlesque, extravaganza, etc., etc. Then 
came the seeming nemesis of the whole scheme, 
the motion picture, which, though its origin has 
nothing in common with the others, has gradually 
cailed them all into play to contribute to its de- 
velopment. 

Twenty-five years ago New York had five thea- 
ters and a population of one million and a half to 
draw from. It had Shakespeare, the playwright, 
and Edwin Booth, the actor, as its standards of 
theatrical comparison, and the drama was one of 
the greatest educational forces on the face of the 
earth. 

Today New York has 125 theaters, exclusiv of 
the seven hundred and fifty devoted to motion 
pictures, and a population of five million to draw 
from. There is no standard of single compari- 
son and the theater has become a great com- 
mercial institution, whose educational value is 
negligible or nil. In theory the theater is now 
operated only along the purely common-sense 
lines of “suit the crowd and get the money,” 
and yet the fact remains that after the motion 
picture show began to take the profits away from 
the so-called legitimate attraction, and it was 
plainly apparent that Manhattan Island had 
reached, to all intents and purposes, the limit of 
its growth and could not be counted upon to 
preduce any great increase in the number of its 
theatergoers, real estate operators commenct to 
put up first-class theaters in families of tens and 
dozens. In other word, when the drama began 
to lose its following, the promoters began slap- 
ping up more theaters. 

The resxlt is, that instead of the settled popu- 
lation of Manhattan and its usual number of 
transients crowding into an adequate number of 
theaters, they are asked to split up their patron- 


age in a wilderness of theaters, far in excess of 
the actual demand. 


In order to fill all these houses, a new supply 
of more or less cempetent managers and a dis- 
tinct oversupply ef actors has been conjured 
forth. Broadway is clogged with them—but 
so far there is no evidence of an oversupply of 
g00d playwrights. 

It then follows, naturally enough, that with 
more theaters than the town could properly sup- 
port under the best of conditions, with new ones 
springing up constantly, and with the motion pic- 
ture show cutting most assiduously into the re- 
ceipts, only the fittest shows survive and prosper. 

Time was when the mediocre offering could 
drift along for several weeks and then go out on 
the road and “clean up.” But those dear days are 
dead forever. In this present Iron Age of the 
theatrical world a show that is not of exceptional 
merit is shut down in jig time and sent—not to 
the tank town,—but to the storehouse. On the 
other hand the real hit packs ‘em in so heavily 
that the speculator—yes, he’s in again—reaps a 
rich harvest by soaking the anxious spectator 
anywhere from one half to three times more than 
the seats should be sold for at the box office. 
These very successful plays, comparativly few in 
number, are likely to enjov—as the saying is— 
a season's run, but the rule now, as exemplified 


by the new policy of David Belasco, is to take 
no chances with a play that has had a prosper- 
ous run of, say four months, but rush it off on 
the road to rake in the provincial coin while the 
going is good and the play is fresh and strong. 
For our cousins of the road have grown city 
wise. No longer will they give the golden wel- 
come to the worn-out play, cut down and patcht 
up for the road with a “specially selected cast” 
of cheap actors. No siree!—They demand the 
original New York company or they'll have none 
of your attraction. And in these perilous times 
a producing manager wants to hang on to the 
actors he has tried and liked, so as to use them 
in his new productions. So, if he is wise like 
Mr. Belasco, he closes up the New York en- 
gagement as soon as there is a falling off in the 
box-office receipts, and sends the show away to 
the road intact, for he knows that the motion 
picture show has won a host of followers in 
every hamlet and town, and that if his attraction 
is not of value commensurate with the admission 
prices he is asking, or, in other words, if his play is 
not worth the difference between his $2.00 charge 
and ten cents charge of the motion picture show, 
he will not be able to compete with the cheaper 
attraction. 

And that is just the problem which is staring 
our best little managers square in the face:— 
How to find novelties good enough to keep the too 
numerous theaters going and to save the high- 
priced legitimate theatrical business from dis- 
aster. 

It is certain that there will always be a real 
demand for high-class theatrical entertainment, 
and that a fair percentage of such offerings will 
receive constant support; but it requires a great- 
er imagination than ours to follow the ideas of 
the men who are engaged in the grand mad rush 
of theater building, except in the case of the neigh- 
borhood theater, put up to draw from a particular 
class of people, sufficiently sequestered from the 
central Manhattan district, and sufficient in num- 
bers to support a theater all its own. 

The day will come when some of our finest 
and coziest new theaters, right in the heart of the 
two-dollar district, will be showing motion pic- 
tures, not of the ordinary kind, but of the feature 
film variety, in which the entire entertainment 
is furnisht by one great subject, with a perfectly 
synchronized fonografic reproduction of the spok- 
en word to accompany the action of the picture, 
and a full orchestra playing the incidental and 
entr’ acte music. . 

Perhaps the lowering of the general scale of 
price in the first-class houses will help to pull 
back the old standard of attendance. Managers 
may finally conclude that it is better to have a 
house constantly filled at lew prices, than empty 
because of the ancient-standard rate. Perhaps 
it will be found that 25 cents for the gallery, 75 
cents and one dollar for the balcony, and one dol- 
lar and. one-fifty for the best seats downstairs 
will rehabilitate the line at the box-office win- 
dow. A fair line may be had on this scheme 
when it is recalled that the combination houses, 
in which the best Broadway attractions are offer- 
ed at 25, 50, 75 and $1.00, are packt nightly thru- 
out the season. 

It is true that the cheap show—the old-fa- 
shioned Al. Woods’ melodrama and the blood-and- 
thunder shows that used to thrill young America 
at 10, 20 and 30 cents per thrill, has been driven 
completely out of business by the picture show, 
but it must be remembered that this form of 
theatricals was in direct competition with the 
picture show, which drew in those early days, 
only from the “ten, twent, thirty,” class. But, 
altho the movies at the present time are draw- 
ing from every class, they do not seriously 
affect the “down stairs” clientele of the regular 
theaters. A manager generally figures that his 
orchestra sales pay his expenses, and that the 
balcony and gallery furnish forth his profits. And 
that is where the motion picture show cuts in on 
the legitimate theater. It draws away the balcony 
and gallery crowds, and filches the manager of his 


é 


profits. 


If there be any 
show 


doubt that the motion 
picture is seriously affecting the profits 
of the legitimate theatrical business, let him 
regard the figures which follow here, and stop to 
ponder. 

There are twelve thousand motion picture 
theaters in the United States. Taking as a basis 
of caiculation the very rock-bottom average of 
three shows a day for each picture house and one 
hundred admissions at ten cents for each show, it 
will be seen that $360,000 a day, or in round num- 
bers, two and a half million dollars of the money 
which used to belong to the “upstairs’’ receipts 
of the “regular” theater every week, is now di- 
verted into the coffers of the movies. Less than a 
a decade ago, when the film game first began to 
seriously threaten the “talking drama” the thea- 
tre managers got together and discust the situ- 
ation and as a result, vast sums ef money were 
expended in an effort to “check the evil.” ’ 


In almost every state in the Union, prohibi- 
tive or damaging bills were presented to the 
legislativ bodies. One bill, which got as far as 
a third reading with our $1,500 a year Lycur- 
guses in Albany, purpose to make the showing 
of motion pictures with the aid of celluloid films, 
a misdemeanor. (Up to this day no practical 
substitute for the celluloid film has been found). 
The newspapers of the country were clogged with 
sensational stories of wickedness and crime of the 
movies, and the gullible clergy was adrottly 
played upon, until it took up the great cause 
from the pulpit, and thru the press vehemently 
denounct the great modern agent of the devil. 

But the picture trust hired its own press 
agent, and a campaign of education, international 
in its scope, was started. Adverse legislation was 
defeated by sound argument. The present board 
of censorship, which passes upon all pictures 
before they are releast to the public, was «rgan- 
ized by the people’s institute, but adopted by the 
movie trust as a publicity stunt. A method of 
keeping the theater lighted at all times without 
weakening the picture was devised by this pub- 
licity department and put into effect all over 
the country. The quality of the pictures and the 
conditions under which they were shown steadily 
improved, and the motion picture industry came 
triumfantly thru its period of adolescence. It 
grew too big and powerful to be stopt, and gradu- 
ally theater managers began te realize that the 
public had fallen in love with a form of enter- 
tainment that was not only novel, but easily with- 
in reach of its pocketbook. It then became ap- 
parent that the only way to put the motion pic- 
ture show out of business was to furnish the 
public with something else just as good for five 
and ten eents admission. Up to the present time 
no such substitute has been found, and if it were 
it would in no way help the theater manager out 
of his dilemma. 

So the manager, being as a rule, an astute 
gentleman, has undergone a change of heart. He 
finally admits that the stone wall is harder than 
his head and ceases to imitate the actions of a 
goat. His bumps have made him wise, and he 
slips quietly into the despised motion picture 
game himself. He has cast his reserve anchor 
out to windward, and when the storm has lessen- 
ed he will turn the sails of his theatrical ship 
and shift his course somewhere off from what 
he has formerly considered the cardinal point 
of his compass. 

Several of our most important managers. 
whose names are identified with all that is con- 
sidered best in dramatic presentation, have either 
an open or an esoteric interest in the feature film 
companies. 

In the meantime the theater> figurativly speak- 
in, is floundering about in a frantic effort to 
find itself and work out its salvation. Of al! 
forms of attractions, melodrama—long-aban 
doned melodrama—has scored the biggest hit of 
the present season. Not in its old cheap 4n 
tawdry form as it used to be served up for th: 
third-class houses, but in the costliest of settines

Both were 
born in the brains of showmen who 
first saw the light of day in the coun- 
try over which the Stars and Stripes 
wave, and both are as nationally pop- 
ular today as they were at the time of 
their inception. The minstrels of the 
Old World are as different from the 
form of entertainment we of this 
country include under that appellation 
as day is from night. Indeed, it is re- 
corded on the pages of minstrelsy’s 
history that the early performers in 
this country brought their perform- 
ances to England and the Continent, 
where their success was so _ pro- 
nounct that they remained for years, 
the people of those domains giving up 


their own popular minstrel compa- Xrand, Brow ve = Deve Pade. 0 


nies for the newly landed Yankees. 

Those who have burned the mid- 

night oil studying the evolution of 
the stage, state that Shakespeare’s 
Othello was probably the earliest 
-black-face stage character, and the 
records have the date of April 30, 
1610, at the Globe Theater, London, 
England, as the first performance. 
From this time until the appearance of 
the first minstrel company, history be- 
comes clouded, and the various ex- 
perts and students of the subject fail 
to agree on one point. Even the ex- 
act date of the first minstrel perform- ? 
ance in this country is yet a mooted 
question. However, the authorities 
agree that the first minstrel perform- 
ance really did occur, and they place 
the date of the initial presentation 
between January 15 and February 15, 
1843, with New York City as the lo- 
cale. 

To Dick Pelham, Dan Emmett, 
Frank Brower and Billy Whitlock the 
Goddess of Fame has given the undis- 
putable distinction of having intro- 


These men were the first to give a minstrel performance. The date of the performance was February 6, 1843, 
duced the first negro minstrel show, 
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Many of the older generation who remember 
the minstrel shows of over forty years ago, will 
recall the popularity of the sweet ballads, the sen- 
timental melodies and the comic ditties that made 
the minstrel overtures of that day and generation 
So popular with the theatre-going public. Min- 
strel music had a tight hold on the public of that 
time, and the opening and closing choruses were 
always the big features of the shows. Nearly all 
of the old-time minstrels have long since passed 
to the Great Beyond, and the old songs are for the 
most part unknown to the present-day lovers of 
minstrelsy, and are only a dim memory of the 
past. 

The following review of the minstrel shows 
that held forth in Hartford, Conn., at the Allyn 
Hall and the Robert’s Opera House during the 
season of 1868 and 1869, will serve to call to 
memory many of the old songs and the singers that 
made them famous.

The original minstrel quartet, af- 
ter they had regaled the Gotham the- 
atergoing public with their perform- 
ance for months, appearing at the old 
theatres in New York below Four- 
teenth Street, sailed for England. 
There their success was just as markt 
as it was in this country, but after 
filling their engagements on the Brit- 
ish Isles and on the Continent, they 
disbanded. 

To Dan Emmett history gives the 
distinction of introducing the banjo 
into the minstrel show, and this in- 
strument was one of the emblems of 
this form of entertainment for years. 
Frank Brower was the first one to 
use the bones in a minstrel show, 
and he gave the idea of a tambourine 
to Dick Pelham. The first banjos 
used were fashioned from a gourd 
and had only four strings. Joel 
Walker Sweeney, known on the stage 
as Joe Sweeney, was the first to im- 
prove on this crude affair, and in 1852, 
when he played an engagement with 
Charley White’s Minstrels in New 
York, he took an old cheese box, cut 
it in half, covered it with skin, and 
added another string. The banjo of 
today is an evolution of the home- 
made effort of Joe Sweeney.

One of the most popular minstrel shows that 
ever appeared in Hartford, and which always 
played to capacity houses, was the show of Ben 
Cotton and Sam Sharpley. These popular min- 
strels appeared at the Allyn Hall, on May 2, 1868. 
Part I, of the program, is as follows:

Huntley and Emmett’s troupe of well-known 
minstrels, which appeared in Hartford during the

and Fields, the actors and managers. 
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Wherever the business of entertaining the pub- 
lic has been commercialized; wherever capital in 
any great amount has been invested in the amuse- 
ment business; wherever performers in any great 
number make their living on the stage, with the 
term used in its broadest sense, the value of or- 
ganizations for the help and protection of per- 


formers has been recognized. England has its 
Variety Artistes’ Federation, Germany its Inter- 
nationale Artisten Loge, France its Union Syndi- 
cate des Artistes Lyriques, Australia its Australian 
Vaudevil Artists’ Federation, and America its 
White Rats Actors’ Union of America. 

Leading in practically everything else in mat- 
ters of commercial nature, it follows that America, 
or the United States, has rapidly taken the lead in 
the matter of these protective performers’ organ- 
izations. Without qualifications and 
without fear of reasonable contradic- 
tion, it may be said that the White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America is the 
biggest, most active, and most effective 
organization of this kind in the world. 
Affiliated with the foreign organiza- 
tions mentioned, the W. R. A. U. does 
not make this statement in the spirit 
of braggadocio. The amusement busi- 
ness is bigger and more important in 
this country than in any other country, 
and the standing of the W. R. A, U. 
is only commensurate with this busi- 
ness. 

To the late George Fuller Golden, 
whose death in Los Angeles, Cal., not 
many months ago sorrowfully affected 
the thousands of men and women in 
the theatrical profession thruout the 
country by whom he was known, loved 
and respected, belongs the honor of 
having founded the White Rats of 
America. The value of such an organ- 
ization was brought home to him 
quite forcefully during one of his trips 
abroad, and when he launched the or- 
ganization plan in this country, it was 
only natural that he should advocate 
its being patterned after similar organ- 
izations in England. This foreign in- 
fluence has been perpetuated in the 
name which was chosen for the big 
American organization, the White 
Rats, at once suggesting to those fa- 
miliar with the amusement business 
thruout the world, the English organ- 
ization called the Water Rats. The 
beautiful ritual and emblem song sup- 
plied largely by Mr. Golden and still 
used by the W. R. A. U., emfasizes 
the other argument for the name White 
Rats in calling attention to the fact 
the the word Rats, reversed, is Star. 

The White Rats were organized one 
Sunday afternoon early in June, 1900, 
at a meeting held in the cafe of the Parker House, 
Broadway, New York City. Eight men, all well 
known in the amusement business in this coun- 
try, and seven of them still enrolled in the mem- 
bership of the organization, were present. They 
were: George Fuller Golden (lately deceased), 
James F. Dolan, David Montgomery and Fred 
Stone (of Montgomery and Stone), Sam Morton, 
Tom Lewis, Sam J. Ryan and Mark Murphy. 

Rapidly there were added to the names of 
these original eight, the names of others promi- 
nent on the stage, including such people as De 
Wolf Hopper and Maurice Barrymore, Lew Fields 
and Joe Weber (Weber and Fields), Geo. M. Co- 
han and Digby Bell. Early meetings of the organ- 
ization were held in a large fraternal hall on 
Twenty-third Street, New York. 

Combatting the organization of capital in the 
theatrical business, the White Rats, at an early 
date in their career, tried and found impracticable 
the plan of owning and operating their own thea- 
tres and companies, as well as the plan of directly 
attending to the business of bookiag their mem- 
bers in houses owned by outside interests. 

In March, 1901, unbridgable differences of opin- 
ion between the organized theatrical managers 
and performers affiliated with the actors’ organi- 


zation, resulted in what has gone down into Amer- 
ican theatrical history as the Wh.ite Rats strike. 
Directly as the result of the Managers having 
failed to live up te a promise made to abandon 
their p:actice of collecting commissions which 
the performers held unfair, there came a day 
when every member of the White Rats—and even 
at that time they were many—refused to appear 
in houses controlled by the managers who had 
broken faith. The vaudevil business in-the United 
States was paralyzed, and it took but a few days 
to convince the important factors in the vaudevil 
business that the manager's position was unten- 
able. The victory of the organized actor at that 
time was announct in a three-word heading in 
the New York Evening Journal, “White Rats Win.” 
Like all other organization of this kind, fra- 
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until at the present time there can be found, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from the Gulf to 
the Great Lakes, in any city, scarcely a vaudevil 
bill on which one or more members of the organi- 
zation are not appearing. Circuses, burlesque 
companies, and the “legitimate,” including travel- 
ing companies and permanert stocks, everywhere, 
number among their employees members of the 
W. R.A. U. 

The amalgamation of the Actors’ Union and 
the White Rats, thru which the big actors’ organi- 
zation secured its affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor, was effected late in 1910. 

The Associated Actresses of America, the “sis- 
ter” branch of the W. R. A. U, which has made it 
possible for the thousands of women in the theat- 
rical business to share in the benefits of help and 
protection which they need, probably 
more than do the men, was formed in 
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ternal and protectiv, the White Rats had its ups 
and downs, and, with the guns of the managers 
trained upon it and raining shot and shell into 
its ranks, immediately following the White Rats 
strike, despite the apparent friendly settlement 
which had been made, there ensued three or four 
years during which time the organization seemed 
in danger of being destroyed. The allegiance of 
a very few members, however, saved the day, and 
in 1906, or thereabout, probably because of an 
even bolder centralization of the managerial in- 
terests, the era of prosperity in which the big or- 
ganization now finds. itself was inaugurated. It 
was about this time that the United Booking Offi- 
ces of America came into existence—and it was 
this amalgamation of practically all of the fore- 
most vaudevil managers in the country which 
pointed out to the actor, with more definiteness 
than at any previous time, the necessity of stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with his fellow. 

The year 1906 may be said to have marked a 
rejuvenation of the White Rats; not because of 
any single person, or because of any set of persons, 
but because of conditions. Since that time the 
order's march has been one of uninterrupted 
progress. The membership has increast in a 
manner which has been little short of miraculous, 
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September, 1910. 

Any attempt which is made at 
chronicling the birth and develop- 
ment of the White Rats Actors’ Union 
of America, even in this brief way, 
must emphasize what the organization 
is at present and what it is doing along 
the lines originally laid out for it. Ex- 
periments, some of them more or less 
disastrous, representing the “downs” of 
the ups and downs of the organization, 
have been valuable, and it is generally 
conceded that the affairs of the W. R. 
A. U are at the present time being 
conducted in a more business-like way 
than ever before. There has been a 
constant trend toward centralization 
for the purpose of securing the great- 
est possible efficiency. In New York 
City, the recognized fountain source 
of all things theatrical in the United 
States, are maintained the organiza- 
ticn’s headquarters. Chicago, another 
important field, has a well-manned 
and effective branch office. Business 
representativs are located in other 
fields, where conditions have proved 
that such representativs are required 
but in several instances, within the 
past few months, the organization has 
made changes looking toward centrali- 
zation in the conduct of its business, 
when it seemed that there was a waste 
of efficiency and a consequent waste of 
money. In New York, the W. R. A. 
U. has its legal department, the law 
firm of O’Brien and Malevinsky lend- 
ing to the organization the services 
of attorneys who have for years spe- 
cialized in the kind of work which 
they are called upon to do for the or- 
der from time to time. The law firm 
of S. L. & Fred Lowenthal, in Chicago, 
are regularly delegated to attend to 
such legal matters as concern the organization 
and its members in Chicago and vicinity. From 
these principal offices in New York and Chicago 
the vast amount of business which is done in the 
adjustment of the myriads of difficulties which re- 
sult from the organization's unfailing devotion to 
the interests of the performers associated with it, 
is directed. 

The White Rats Actors’ Union cause may be 
briefly stated in saying that the organization in- 
sists upon fair play. It has battled, and is still 
battling for equitable contracts between the man 
ager and the performer. It takes the position that 
the actor is fully as important to the amusement 
profession, as is the manager with his millions 
of dollars invested, and, in consequence, it insists 
upon a faithful performance of all partnership 
agreements between manager and performer—for 
a contract, it maintains, is nothing less and noth 
ing more. 

Just what the organization is accomplishing 
from day to day in this regard, may be indicate: 
by the authentic statement that there is not 4 
week goes by during the theatrical season th 
$1,000, or more, is not collected for performe!:

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Chicago, the increasingly important theatrical 
producing center of the United States, west of the 
Appalachians, rivaled all other centers of trade 
and commerce in its remarkable apathy toward 
the long-feared fall of 1912, the period of prov- 
erbial unrest, suspicion, stagnation and even de- 
pression because of its presidental election asso- 
ciations. The entire republic seemed by far less 
disturbed during the turmoil of stump-orations, 
forensic muck-rackings, accusations of campaign 
expense support from omni-influential octupi of 
commerce, briefly appelled ‘‘trusts’’ and far less 
swayed by qualm and uncertainty than in any 
other presidential era yet chronicled in national 
and amusement history. While the pedagogical 
Wilson was busy trumping up arguments sup- 
porting the reason that the Democrats should 
once more be given the keys to the White House, 
Senate and House of Representativs, while the 
corpulential Taft was busy trying to quell and dis- 
cipline the mischievous Teddy, sometimes divert- 
ing his mind by engaging at golf or encouraging 
Pauline Wayne, the administration cow, to do her 
utmost to convince the populace of her and her 
party’s ability at keeping the dinner pail full, and 
while the imperial Roosevelt was consumed in ar- 
ranging the preface to his forthcoming volume 
On the Desirability of Placing Wm. H. Taft in the 
Smithsonian Institute, the American theatrical 
magnates lent not the slightest ear, devoting their 
ambitions to the regulation of one of the heaviest 
producing schedules that has ever been attempted 
in the Western Metropolis, and assuring quality 
in preference to quantity to those vehicles they 
sent out on the road. 

After a summer of extreme heat which dis- 
seminated disaster to all perservering forms of 
wall-surrounded amusement, Chicago found itself 
possessed of but three battle-tried, bullet-proof 
and heat-impervious productions, these respec- 
tivly, A Modern Eve, by Mort H. Singer, which 
opened April 21 at the Garrick, only to move and 
remove before the conclusion of its run; Officer 
666, the spirited production which so ably initiated 
the new Cohan and Harris Grand Opera Honse on 
March 3, coursing undisturbed until September 7, 
and The Charity Girl, by George W. Lederer, 
which commenced its run at the Studebaker on 
July 29. 

Early August disclosed some bold ventures, de- 
fiant of the vaulting thermometer, chief among 
which were, Putting It Over, at the Olympic on 
August 1; The Merry Widow Remarried, at the 
Colonial on August 4, until it was succeeded in the 
second week of the following month by The Win- 
some Widow; Eugene Walter's Fine Feathers pre- 
sented at the Cort Theatre August 12 with an in- 
comparable cast including such celebrities as 
Robert Edeson, Wilton Lackaye, Rose Coghlan, 
Max Figman, Lolita Robertson, True Powers and 
Amelia Summers; The Military Girl, featuring 
Cecil Lean and Florence Holbrook at the Ziegfeld 
August 13, the opening of McVicker’s for its season 
on August 17 with Al H. Wood's The Littlest 
Rebel; Tantalizing Tommy, an Al Wood's creation 
also, at the Chicago Opera House, August 30; The 
Garden of Allah, at the Auditorium on August 31, 
and an all-star production of Oliver Twist includ- 
ing Wilton Lackaye, Edmund Breese, Marie Doro 
and Constance Collier at the Illinois. 

The month of September really marked the 
formal beginning of the 1912 theatrical season in 
Chicago and succeeded in recording within its 
30-day lapse some of the most meritorious offer- 
ings that have ever been swept by the breezes 
from Lake Michigan. On the very first night in 
the month the Shuberts revealed two premieres, 
Which had enjoyed gratifying runs in the East. 
The Bird of Paradise, with Bessie Barriscale in 
the role formerly portrayed by Laurette Taylor, 
yet with Guy Bates Post still to represent some of 
the initial strength, and The Whirl of Society, con- 
taining Al Jolson, Dorothy Jardon, Stella Mayhew 
and the Dolly Twins, at the Lyric. Harry Askin 
also began the engagement of his refreshing mu- 
sical comedy, The Girl at the Gate, at the LaSalle, 
to add the festivity of the first night in September. 
On the ninth day of the ninth month the Colonial 


opened up to a new tenant, A Winsome Widow, 
which represents an elaborate revival modernly 
construed of the late Charles H. Hoyt’s unceas- 
ingly popular extravaganza, A Trip to Chinatown. 
This play was presented by Florenz Ziegfeld. A 
simultaneous premiere was that of Cohan and 
Harris’ A Polish Wedding, which dashed along 
uninterrupted with Valli Valli in the stellar role 
until the advent of Raymond Hitchcock and Flora 
Zabelle in The Red Widow. On the fifteenth of 
the month a political play in four acts, The Man 
Higher Up began a profitable engagement at the 
Olympic under the auspices of Joseph M. Gaites 
with Edward E. Ellis and Janet Beecher in the 
leading character portrayals. Two evenings later 
Whose Helen Are You? opened for a short run at 
the Studebaker, while The New Sin, the property 
of George C. Tyler, began its romp at Power’s on 
the very same night. 

On September 21 the deservedly popular Mile- 
stones began a run in Chicago which promised 
to be more gratifying than its New York run, 
while Kismet, with the peerless Otis Skinner and 
the dainty Rita Joliet, fairly stormed Chicago un- 
til a very few weeks ago with its run which com- 
menced September 23 at the Illinois Theater, being 
only recently replaced by Taking Things Easy. 

The ninth month of the calendar year, known 
in the theatrical realms as the first of the season, 
ended in a veritable burst of offerings, The Girl 
From Montmartre at the Chicago Opera House co- 
starring Richard Carle and Hattie Williams, direct 
from the Criterion Theater, New York, The Blue 
Bird at the Lyric, replacing the Whirl of Society, 
and The Secret of Suzanne presented at the Fine 
Arts Theater by the members of the Chicago Opera 
Company. 

The golden month of October, far-famed as 
the season of harvest in more than the yeoman’s 
conception of the word, greeted the Windy City 
over which Carter H. Harrison holds sway by pre- 
senting Margaret Anglin at the Garrick in Egypt 
on the First. The vehicle placed the critics at 
variance and was withdrawn after a short run, 
the Shuberts substituting in its stead the last sea- 
son vehicle of the emotional actress, Green Stock- 
ings, until The Blue Bird was shifted over from 
the Lyric remaining until Lina Abarbanel occu- 
pied these quarters under the direction of John 
Cort in the musical comedy, Miss Princess. The 
next week brought Raymond Hitchcock and his 
arnachistic-colored widow to the Cohan and 
Harris Grand Opera House on Clark Street, where 
they continued the popularization of I Love You 
Dear and a supplement of other numbers in the 
unusually tuneful score which Charles Gebert fur- 
nisht. Just at this point a change in the com- 
plexion of the Shubert interests in Chicago was 
effected by the transfer of the Princess Theater to 
William A. Brady who re-christened it with his 
own copyrighted title minus the “incorporated” 
and proceeded to make ready for Bought and Paid 
For, which production had an unprecedented run 
at the Playhouse, New York City, with Frank 
Craven, of the original company in his self-created 
role of Jimmy, and Frank Mills, and Kathleen 
McDonnell replacing respectivly Charles Richman 
and Julia Dean, Brady enjoyed a most auspicious 
premiere presentation on the night of October 21. 
His debut in Chicago was pre-eminently success- 
ful and the prosperous magnate has undoubtedly 
been converted to the possibility of this Illinois 
territory for greater concentrated consideration 
from him in the future. ° 

October 27 brought two different highly enjoy- 
able entertainments, The Isle O’ Dreams, with 
Chauncey Olcott, at McVicker’s for a limited run 
which terminated November 17 to make way for 
Way Down East succeeding such McVicker pre- 
sentations as Ge.i-Rick-Quick Wallingford and 
The Trail of the Lonesome Pine, it also installed 
Minnie Maddern Fiske at Power’s Theater in her 
new well-adapted vehicle, The High Road. 


November 3 ushered Lew Dockstader and 
Primrose’s Minstrels into the American Music 
Hall where they remained for a fortnight engage- 
ment. 


Sunday, November 10, witnessed the premieres 
of two legitimate debutantes, Taking Things Easy 
at the Illinois, in which James Hackett featured 
Cyril Scott, in a production which promises to 
boast of an enviable longevity, ere it departs from 
these realms, and also The Million, which pounced 


‘down on the Windy City with a gusto resembling 


a typhoon, volcano, or some other such cataclysm 
of the elements of nature. Then, too, Sam Lederer, 
the manager of the Olympic, which is the domicile 
of the Henry W. Savage production, has constant- 
ly added to its pulling power by a continuous chain 
of absolutely original and furious publicity, 
hitherto undemonstrated in the Middlewest. On 
the following evening My Little Friend com- 
menced its gallop at the Studebaker only to be 
speedily followed on the twelfth by Lina Abarba- 
nell’s premiere at the Garrick, as previously re- 
corded, under the able guidance of John Cort in 
conjunction with the Shuberts. 


Chicago gave magnificent encouragement to 
the cause of grand opera last year, and the pros- 
pects for the present season are especially roseate. 
The company has been augmented this year, and 
many new voices will be heard. Madame Tretra- 
zinni and Miss Garden will be heard in their fav- 
orite roles as in the past seasons, and will be 
heard in many new roles. A deluge of new artists 
have also been engaged. Among the plays that 
Liebler and Company have promised to produce 
in this city and which have not yet been brought 
to the Michigan district are: William Hodge in 
The Man From Home; George Arliss, in Disraeli; 
H. W. Warner, in Puxl; John Barrymore, in 
Cooper Hoyt, Inc.; Robert Loraine, in Man and 
Superman; two new plays by Louis N. Parker, a 
new play by Joseph Medill Patterson, a new play 
by Hugh Ford, and one by Bayard Veiller. 


The Shuberts are still obligated to Chicago for 
the following if they fulfil their pre-season prom- 
ises: The Butterfly on the Wheel, Sam Bernard 
in a new comedy, Gilber and Suilivan revivals of 
The Mikado, Pinafore, Patience and Pirates of 
Penzance, Harry W. Savage’s musical play, Little 
Boy Blue; Mrs. Leslie Carter in a new play, Wil- 
liam Faversham and star cast in a big spectacular 
revival of Julius Caesar, Sothern and Marlowe in 
repertoire, Annie Russell in a repertoire of old 
English comedies, Gaby Deslys in Vera Violetta, 
Robert Mantell in repertoire, Henry W. Savage's 
new musical comedy, Somewhere Else; Gertrude 
Hoffman in a new review, William Collier in a 
new comedy, the Damrosch Opera Company in 
Walter Damrosch’s new comic opera, The Dove of 
Peace; John Phillip Sousa’s new opera, The Glass 
Blowers, and others. 

Samuel P. Gerson has now the distinction of 
being the general representativ of the Shubert in- 
terests in the West and Ascher Levy general busi- 
ness manager of the Shubert houses in Chicago. 
Mr. Gerson has immediate charge of the Ameri- 
can Music Hall, while Mr. Levy assumes imme- 
diate control of the Garrick Theater. Besides the 
houses previously enumerated, in the Loop section, 
Chicago has about a half score of theaters de- 
voted to combinations and stock in the outlying 
and suburban sections. Two of these, the Alham- 
bra and the Criterion in the South and North di- 
visions, respectivly, are the Chicago representa- 
tivs of the new combination circuit recently 
formed in New York to bring first-class dramatic 
attractions to the people at popular prices. The 
Sweetest Girl in Dixie is the first of these to play 
Chicago. The National in Englewood, the Im- 
perial on West Madison Street, the Crown on Di- 
vision Street, the Victoria on the North Side, and 
the Evanston in Evanston, the fashionable North 
shore suburb of Chicago, are all on a circuit, 
playing Stair and Havlin attractions. 

The Victoria is the latest acquisition to Chi- 
cago’s playhouses, and for palatial elegance it 
has few rivals in the country. It was built and is 
owned by Robert E. Rickson and Frank A. P. 
Gazzolo, who operate the Crown and Imperial 
Theaters. It stands at the corner of Belmont and 
Sheffield Avenues in the North division abutting 
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Popular-priced vaudevil—the baby of yes- 
terday, the youth of today, and the full-grown 
man of tomorrow. 

The “Two Dollar Vaudevil’’ dream of Wil- 
liam Morris, Martin Beck and other vaudevil 
giants is further from actuality today than it 
was when the idea first came to any of those 
vaudevil magnates. 

To be sure there is the New York Winter 
Garden, bookt under the direction of the Shu- 
bert Brothers, and playing vaudevil on Sunday 
nights at a two dollar charge for orchestra 
seats; but this hardly counts inasmuch as the 
Shuberts are not vaudevil people, and were it 
not for the stars of their legitimate and musical 
attractions playing in New York, they would 
be hard put to find suitable material for even 
one show a week. As it is, the regular vaudevil 
acts playing the house are only of an indifferent 
grade, and are made up in the main of acts re- 
cruited from the big small-time, and those per- 
formers who have failed to land work with the 
United Booking Offices. 

The fact that almost capacity houses are the 
rule on Sunday nights at the Winter Garden, is 
easily accounted for by the appearances of 
Howard and Howard, a pair of regular vaude- 
vilists, but now under contract to te Shuberts 
and appearing in the regular Winter Garden 
show; Gaby Deslys, Al. Jolson, Adelaide and 
Hughes, Arthur Deagon, Harry Fox and others 
of like popularity with the public. They are all 
used by the Shuberts elsewhere than in vaude- 
vil. 

A few years gone and the small time was 
indeed the small time—small time in every 
sense of the word. Comparatively speaking, 
there was little of it, and that little oftimes 
found suitable material a thing extremely hard 
to get. The standard acts of vaudevil—the 
acts composed of people who had chosen that 
branch of the profession as an avocation— 
scorned to appear in any theatre playing more 
than two shows daily. And this, in spite of the 
fact that many of them had, in the old days of 
variety, done six and even more turns in the 
course of a single day, and at a salary far less 
than that offered by the managers of the popu- 
lar-priced theaters. 


Today, many of the standard acts of big- 
time vaudevil are playing the smaller circuits, 
and the majority of them are using their right 
names. Here and there you will find one who 
has not scented the spirit of the times and 
whose professional pride will not allow him to 
use the name he has made well known in the 
higher-priced houses. This class is growing 
daily fewer and farther between. , 

Just what has brought about this change of 
heart in the performer is pretty hard to say. 
At the time when the three-a-day houses were 
lookt upon as being the resort of the unsuccess- 
ful, there had been no attempt made to bring 
home to the performer the truth of the fact 
that if he so desired he could spend several 
seasons in popular-priced vaudevi) theaters and 
never once retrace his steps. More recently 
this truism has been pretty well advertised in 
different ways, and that a number of former 
sneerers are availing themselves of the oppor- 
tunity to add to their bank accounts by the 
saving resultant of conseeutiv work, can be 
seen at a glance when looking at the average 
bill of the popular-priced theater todays. 


That the shrewd booker senses the feeling 
of the performer against appearing in the 
smaller houses has been shown in a number of 
eases. If an act is well known and for reasons 
not apparent the big-time booking powers are 
slow about routing, the small-time agent is hot 
on the trail of the stalled one, and if the agent 
be a good one, presto—another standard big 
time act added to the small-time roster. 

The actor, like many another human, will 
follow in the beaten path and along the lines of 
least resistance. Realizing that the vaudevii- 
going public are daily demanding more and 
more for their admission money, the shrewd 
small-time booker holds out inducements to 
standard big-time acts that are not always 
in keeping with actual values. “A case in point. 
A pair of blackface comedians, well known to 
vaudevil performers thru their tenure of 
service, and rated as a standard two-men big- 
time act, were having trouble in getting consec- 
utive bookings from the United Booking Offices. 
Realizing the opportunity, a prominent booking 
man for popular-priced houses, stepped into the 
breach, and with honeyed words and a long- 
term contract at a salary far in excess of their 
real small-time value, won them over to the 
three-a-day policy. Result: The news was 
spread by word of mouth and printer's ink, and 
the way made a bit easier for the undetermined 
brother who could not yet make up his mind to 
play the small time. 


And so, a little each day, is the small time 
encroaching on the preserves of its bigger 
brother. There are many shows playing at 
popular prices today that can only be distin- 
guished from those at a higher admission scale 
by the absence of the big-salaried headliner. 

This condition has not been brought about 
by a single day’s work, although it has not been 
so long since the popular-priced manager was 
at a loss for even ordinarily passable material 
to fill his bills. 

To the energy, brains and courage of a 
secant half dozen men can be traced the back- 
bone of the “‘better acts for pop. houses” move- 
ment. 

It is not the intention of the writer to touch 
on the business end of the game in this article. 
While, without the nerve and ambition of those 
who held the purse strings, the booking man 


would have been powerless in his efforts to bet- - 


ter things, nevertheless to the brains, knowl- 
edge and acumen of the bookers is due the 
larger portion of the credit for present-day con- 
ditions. 

As an accompaniment to this article will be 
found the fotografs of the more prominent of 
the booking men in control of the sheets of 
Eastern popular-priced theater booking offices. 
These are the men, who, from humble begin- 
nings have put small-time vaudevil where It 
stands today, and among them will be found 
the brains and push that will make the small 
time lusty youth of now into the strong and 
healthy man of the future. 

A few words relativ to almost any of those 
whose fotografs are shown. would be a lesson in 
success well worth the attention of any one in 
the throes of disappointment. None of them 
sprang into his present position overnight. 
Rather, their success has been due to many 
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To its ever hungry millions, Chicago serves a 
course of vaudevil in portions and quality which 
might be comparisoned all the way from a quick 
“hash” at “Pittsburg Joe’s"’ to a sumptuous ban- 
quet at the La Salle or the Blackstone. At the 
beginning of the current season the usual host 
of knockers and pessimists predicted a season of 
starvation and want for the performer and small- 
time manager. Especially did these crawfishes 
predict the downfall of loop competition How- 
ever, that subject has long since been dealt with 
to the entire satisfaction and assurance of those 
who waved their little red flags and yelled, “Rah 
f'r th’ M’jestic.” As a certain chorus lady might 
say, “Far be it from me to knock the rest of the 
loop houses, but you've certainly gotta hand it to 
the Palace,” and who can deny that fact? The 
Palace Theatre struggled along for a few unsuc- 
cessful weeks last season, presenting big bills to 
little audiences and after a few heroic spasms 
and gasps gave up the ghost and offered pictures. 
However, the Palace was never meant for picture 
and that also is now proven by the fact that it t 
one of the real money makers of Chicago theater: 
True, it had the gigantic and beautiful Majestic 
with a successful and uninterrupted run of seven 
years to buck, but the management refused to be- 
lieve in precedents and the fate of the American 
Music Hall, under William Morris, and the Audi- 
torium, under K. and E. held no terror for the 
red-blooded showmen behind the Palace. They 
changed the name of the house and called it the 
Palace Music Hall, then standard acts from the 
offices of the Orpheum Circuit were booked in 
and with the matinee prices for mid-week shows 
cut to 50 cents, success simply stormed the pretty 
rialto variety house and every critic in Chicago 
has voted the shows there to be superior to any 
seen in the windy city for many past seasons. By 
this, however, it is not to be inferred that the Ma- 
jestic “layed down.” In truth the booking repre- 
sentativs of the most beautiful theater in America 
put their best foot forward and sent acts into the 
house which pulled capacity business. Vaudevil’s 
biggest masterpieces have been seen here during 
the first four months of the new season. The 
Drums of Oude and several other big playlets 
have been presented in conjunction with well- 
balanced bills of the class that has made the Or- 
pheum Circuit the recognized peer of all vaudevil 
enterprises. Now, late in November comes Lillian 
Langtry’ and two weeks later the Divine Sarah 
Bernhardt who made her American vaudevil 
debut to packt houses. This is certainly the ban- 
quet of variety. 


Chieago is really proud of her majestic Ma- 
Jestic and her palatial Palace, and when one stops 
to consider that more than 2,000,000 people call 
the “Zephyr City” home, it seems to be about 
dero in boasts when we talk of our loyal support 
of only two first-class vaudevil houses. But, on 
the other hand, when we stop to consider the fact 
that more than a hundred smal! vaudevil theaters 
are making good outside the loop, it is really easy 
to see where those 2,000,000 people spend their 
time and their money. : 

In short, vaudevil is served to their order. They 
may have # single and two reels of pictures for 
desert for five cents. For a dime they may have a 
single, a double, a reel of pictures and an illus- 
trated song for a last course. Then for 15 and 
26 cents they may sit in at a five-course lay-out 
in the better class houses, such as the Wilson, 


Willard, Kedzie, Lincoln, Empress and several 
others. 

Family vaudevil has taken such a firm hold 
on Chicago that now when an every-day man sees 
Smith and Jones billed for one of the outlying 
houses, he decides to visit that theater because 
Smith and Jones are his favorites on a vaudevil 
bill just as much as Prime Rib of Beef, Au Jus, is 
his favorite on a bill of fare at his favorite res- 
taurant and “he knows what he’s going to get.” 

As the wise and progressiv restaurant keeper 
provides variety in his daily bill of fare, so does 
the vaudevil business man provide variety in his 
shows. Every palate is different and every palate 
must be tickled if the business man expects suc- 
cess. The cafe proprietor provides a vegetable 
dinner for the vegetarian and this pleases his 
patron A certain per cent of vaudevil patrons 
are partial to ragtime songs and dances, some pre- 
fer the dramatic portion of the bill while still 
others prefer the dumb acts, such as animal acts, 
athletic offerings and circus novelties. The appe- 
tite for the latter has been whetted so keenly 
within the past season that this new season finds 
houses all over the country where the bills are 
made up of these offerings in the majority. For 
the express purpose of showing these acts, several 
wise managers have recognized the opportunities 
and have opened hippodromes. In Chicago one 
of the biggest loop theaters was lately thrown 
open with this purpose in view. The Great North- 
ern Hippodrome (formerly Shubert’s Lyric The- 
ater), has been taken over by Colonel Vernon C. 
Seaver and is proving a surprising and gigantic 
success. The admission price at all times is ten 
cents and some of the biggest and best acts in the 
circus world may be seen at the new Hip The 
hours of showing are from 11 a. m. to 11 p. m., 
and packed houses are the general rule after 1:30 
in the afternoon. Colonel Seaver’s wide acquaint- 
ance and knowledge of the circus world stands 
him in good stead to make this one of Chicago's 
most popular resorts of amusement and inasmuch 
as the colonel is not overlooking his ‘circus bill- 
ing’ it is a safe bet that the Great Northern Hip- 
podrome is going to pull as many dollars into the 
coffers of the owner as does his great outside 
show, Colonel Seaver (Young Buffalo)-Colonel 
Cummins’ Wild West. 

While on the subject of hippodromes it might 
be well to mention the new Star Hippodrome. 
which is managed by Fred Schaeffer, one of the 
brothers of the famous theatrical family of 
Schaeffers, and booked by Frank Q. Doyle of the 
local vaudevil booking agency bearing his name. 
The gigantic success of Talbott’s St. Louis hippo- 
drome is due to the conservativ booking of Frank 
Doyle who has furnisht the shows there ever since 
the opening of the only house of its class in the 
United States. However, late in October of this 
year, the booking was switched to the Western 
Vaudevil Managers’ Association where all the 
shows are bookt thru Mr. Talbott’s personal repre- 
sentativ, D. HB. Russell, who has a desk on the 
“floor.” The Star Hip is located on Milwaukee 
Avenue and was formerly called the Star Theater 
playing vaudevil bookt at one time by the W. V. 
M. A. and at another time by the Doyle agency. 
It has been open since the early part of October 
and is playing to large and enthusiastic audiences. 

What more conclusiv preof of Chicago’s loy- 
alty toovariety could one ask than the fact that 
eabarets are now at the height of popularity? 
The business man fones to his wite, has her meet 


oi 


him down town and goes to dinner in a cafe where 
a big orchestra entertains them @uring the meal. 
Then, after dinner, a picture show is visited to 
while away the time before the big vaudevil show 
starts. That’s the appetizer. In due time they are 
seated in the Palace or Majestic and that’s the 
big meal. Then, surrounded by a brilliant cabaret 
at some Bohemian cafe after the show, they en- 
joy the “Cafe Noir” and cigarets. There we have 
the full course and it is vaudevil from soup to 
nuts. 

As the restaurant keeper, hotel man an@ cafe 
owner depends on the commission man for the 
best in foods and vegetables, so does the vaudevil 
manager depend somewhat on the commission or 
ten per eent agent to furnish many of his features 
for his weekly show bill. Now comes the question 
as to the desirability of the commission man. 
Some claim him a curse to the profession. But, 
could the restaurant keeper or hotel man get 
along without his commission man? The answer’s 
easy. He doesn’t know the farmer and producer 
and he hasn't time to deal direct. That just about 
embraces the situation with the vaudevil man- 
ager and the vaudevil commission man. The 
manager doesn’t know the act which is offered by 
the ten per center and the latter knows that the 
very minute he slips over a flivver he’s a “has 
been.”” Of course the tactics and policies of some 
of these outside agents would emit an unwhole- 
some odor if the lid were pried off, but the ma- 
jority of them are brainy business men and are 
considered an absolute necessity to the manager, 
the booking agent and the performer. Business 
and time are saved by all concerned by the pres- 
ent clean method of booking in the big agencies 
and when the local ten per cent agents were 
kicked off the ‘‘floor’’ of the association six or 
seven months ago the booking and house man- 
agers found a decided decrease in the qualities of 
their bills just as the restaurant man would find 
were he compelled to use canned goods exclusivly. 
In short the commission man is a necessary ele- 
ment to the game and the vaudevil diner would 
go hungry without his contributions. 

There are the bad features to our vaudevil feast, 
however, and some of the “dishes” are either too 
rare or too well done. We've attended perform- 
ances when we were accompanied by our wife, 
mother, sister or sweetheart and have heard lines 
pulled that were positivly raw. But we've got to 
take what they hand us and there’s no chance to 
call the waiter and have the undesirable dish sent 
back to the kitchen tho we do show our scorn by 
refusing to applaud, which offends just as deeply 
as a refusal to tip the waiter. 

It's really too bad that we can’t have a pure 
food law which will assist in curbing these con- 
taminated offerings, but we've got something just 
as powerful and persistent for the welfare of the 
public and the manager in the columns of The 
Billboard. We are a.self-appointed censure com- 
mittee and have censtrred so many at the right 
time that our goal has been reacht and we have 
won the recognition of the managers and agents 
all over the world as a fair, safe and conservativ 
organ of vaudevil as it should be. As a vaudvil 
organ conducted on fair and upright principles 
The Billboard has now reached the point where, 
in the Christmas dinner of every manager and 
agent in the United States, The World’s Greatest 
Amusement Weekly: is the final dessert, the last 
word, the plum ‘pudding on the bill of fare of 
vaudevil a Ia carte. 
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I take it that it needs no argument here, or 
anywhere in the circle of influence of any of the 
great fairs, that there are very many substantial 
benefits to be derived from the holding of a state 
fair. Their success is proof enough. The people 
who go to state fairs, whether as visitors or as ex- 
hibitors, believe they realize on their investment 
of time and money, and they are not, as a rule, a 
class easily deceived. They know there are bene- 
fits, tho few of them could give reasons; and their 
number is increasing rapidly from year to year. 

The greatest benefit, I am fully convinced, 
from a state fair that is fulfilling its mission, 
comes in a general way to the community which 
it serves, by and thru what one might oall the 
spirit which is aroused or maintained among the 
people. Its greatest influence is a sort of moral 
influence, if you please—that which it does to 
magnify and glorify the calling that has been 
thru all history the mainstay of the human race. 
It gives to men and women and children greater 
strength and capacity for the duties of lif., it 
brings together those of different occupations and 
enables them to better understand each other, it 
is a place for the exchange of ideas and enlarge- 
ment of ambitions, it broadens the minds and 
widens the view of those who partake of its 
benefits. 

Now I know that there are a great many ways 
of stating what are the benefits of a state fair, 
but this which I have suggested rather than ex- 
plained, is where it all leads to. 

What may be called the commercial or prac- 
tieal value of a state fair, is most easily under- 
stood. Here the benefits are direct and plain. 

Take the live stock department, now come to 
be easily foremost at every state fair. Here come 
hundreds, perhaps a thousand, exhibitors with live 
stock of all breeds and of all ages. These breed- 
ers are generally also buyers. They meet and ex- 
change information. They sell and trade among 
themselves. And here come trooping the thous- 
ands who study the fine points of the animals 
shown, who ask questions, who talk with their 
companions about the prize winners, and in a gen- 
eral way each and every one learns at least a lit- 
tle about the value of pure bred stock. The in- 


. 


formation exchanged or absorbed in this way is 
carried to thousands of places in the state and in 
one way or another becomes scattered about and 
is common property. It goes right along with 
the better animals purchased for the herds of 
farmers. The benefit ta breeder and to farmer is 
evident. 

So, also, in machinery and implements, the 
great department of time saving, labor saving and 
work accomplishing devices. Not only are orders 
taken, but men go home to think about what they 
have seen and a year hence or even later they act 
on information they have gained at a state fair 
No farmer worthy of his calling can spend a day 
studying the exhibit of machinery and imple- 
ments at a state fair without receiving an im- 
pulse in the direction of making use for himself 
on his own farm of thg best implements he can 
procure. ’ 


In those departments where the products of 
the soil are shown the is opportunity for bene- 
fits all around. Formdliy the supposed basis of 
any agricultural fair was the exhibit of grains, 
vegetables, fruits and gimilar articles. Without 
permitting any letting down in these departments 
the modern tendency h4s been to crowd other de- 
partments ahead, yet there is a great field for 
usefulness in these departments. Here competi- 
tion.for premiums as between exhibitors is not all. 
The exhibits must be arranged, if possible, so as 
to teach some useful lessons. There must be not 
only competition and rivalry but opportunity to 
study contrasts. Exhibits that show not only the 
products of the soil, but the soil itself are valu- 
able. Exhibits that shbw not only what can be 
done under most favorable conditions, but what 
is done under ordinary conditions and even the 
results of improper conditions are worth some- 
thing. And I am glad *o say that by the aid of 
the college men there js such a development in 
our state fairs that the very best results are com- 
ing from the agricultural exhibits. 

What direct or commercial benefit comes from 
the race program? That is not easily stated 
There is nothing that can ever take the place of 
a well conducted trotting or pacing race as an 
American outdoor attraction. And those who at- 


tend the races come away with better appreciation 
of what can be done in the way of improving 
our horses and developing the best that is in them 
At any rate the race program helps to draw 
thousands to the fairs, where they must of nece« 
sity see other things and learn much else. 

No person will be able to make any satisfac- 
tory catalog of the commercial benefits of a state 
fair. They come in a thousand forms. There ts 
much direct trading and buying. The old Euro- 
pean idea of a fair is coming back to our people 
—that of a great bazaar or trading emporium. It 
is not objectionable that there should be this 
trading and bargaining. One of the purposes of 
a fair is to bring together the buyers and the 
sellers. Both classes benefit by this. 

What might be called the educational feature 
of a state fair is more important, however, than 
all else. The fact should never be lost sight of 
that the fair is first and all the time a part of the 
educational system of the state. This educationa! 
value asserts itself in many ways. 

A state fair is an educator in that it gives to 
the young peopte information of great value on 
all subjects. 

It teaches that we have not yet reached the 
limit in improvement of live stock and crops. 

It shows how to get better results from divers!- 
fication of crops. 


It leads to a better understanding of all the 
different parts of the state, as to farnn products 
and opportunities 

It makes better farmers, better farming, hence 


greater prosperity and more comforts for all the 
people. 


It is for every observing person d summer 
school where he gains some valuable knowledge 


that will show up some time in an increased bank 
account, 


I feel that we can not emphasize too much 
the educational value of a-state fair. Everywhere 
the importance of education of the people, in 
agricultural and industrial lines, is fully recog- 
nized. The agricultural colleges are generously 
supported by the state and federal governments

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Never since the days of the great strike for in- 


dependence on the 
agers of the old Traveling Managers’ 


circuits, has there been such a won- 
derful stir in burlesque circles, and 
never in the entire history of the busi- 
ness have there been such glowing 
reports of financial successes on both 
of the mammoth wheels. To the Col- 
umbia Amusement Company belongs 
the credit for having set the pace, as 
well as for having thoroly cleansed 
and revolutionized the standard of 
the attractions, and to the Empire Cir- 
cuit goes the credit of having stuck 
to the game in spite of adverse con- 
ditions and many serious obstacles. 

When the Columbia Amusement 
Company first organized, and the gal- 
lant little band of managers struck 
out for freedom, their action was ridi- 
culed by half of the theatrical world, 
while certain disaster was prophesied 
to what was then termed by some, “a 
bunch of renegades.” Things did look 
black for awhile, and it is only a few 
years ago that the now mighty circuit 
Was over a million dollars in debt, 
while now it controls one of the big- 
gest and certainly the best organized 
chain of theaters ever established. A 
Plan was laid down and consistently 
followed, and with the absolute aboli- 
tion of all suggestiv features and a 
general improvement in the quality of 
the attractions, the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Company has climbed to a pin- 
nacle from which it will be hard to 
dislodge it. The Empire Circuit, with 
James J. Butler as its president and 
James E. Fennessey as treasurer, and 
with an authorized capital of a million 
dollars, scorned the new opposition 
wheel, and made little effort to pro- 
tect itself, the Empire Circuit (West- 
ern Wheel) or to make any changes 
in the general policy of the circuit or 
the standard of the shows. 

As the seasons went by and the 
Columbia Circuit, which had already 
been christened the (Eastern Wheel) 
acquired new theatres and new terri- 
tory, and by constant effort on the 
part of the young men who handled 
the affairs of the then embryo wheel, 
the attractions had been brought to 
a wonderful! stage of perfection. Pro- 


gression was the watchword of the new circuit 
builders, and “Advanced Burlesque” was the head-

Somehow and by some means a start 
was made towards a revolution of the 
then existing conditions, and before 
the burlesque world knew what had 
happened, a new seasOn was upon 
us, and with its many marvelous and 
commendable changes. New theaters 
were acquired, routes were changed, 
and gradually the shows showed an 
improvement in various forms. 

With the opening of the present 
season came a better feeling between 
the guiding factors of the two circuits, 
and a better understanding was ar- 
ranged A censor committee, long 
a feature of the Eastern Wheel, was 
appointed, and a general cleaning up 
began. The censor committee, com- 
posed of bright and capable young 
men, insisted upon real talent among 
the principals of the shows, as well 
as upon the elimination of all sug- 
gestiv and smutty features. The 
shows were compelled to carry twenty 
chorus girls with each attraction, and 
good, clean wardrobe became the rule 
instead of the exception. Many 
changes were made in the executiv 
departments of both shows and thea- 
ters, and the West has suddenly 
jumped itself into a position that has 
brought it practically to the level of 
its rival, the Columbia Amusement 
Company. 

While the Eastern Wheel has had 
things very much its own way for 
the past few seasons, it looks as tho 
it will soon have to take steps toward 
the protection of its own well-earned 
laurels, and if the march of improve- 
ment continues, we may expect some 
startling features in the near future 
of burlesque. The constant improve- 
ment of the attractions means more 
expenses for the shows, and as mat- 
ters now stand, it seems impossible 
that any more money can be spent on 
production and still leave a profit for 
the owners and managers. Business 
on both circuits has been better than 
ever since the opening of the present 
season, and the Western Wheel people 
are jubilant over the outlook. The 


guiding spirits of the Columbia Circuit and the 
board of directors of the Empire Circuit are fac- 
ing a problem which can only end by amicable

After a few seasons of 
house-cleaning, certain burlesque 
magnates have come to the conclu- 
sion that the advance was made in 
the wrong direction. Burlesque, they 
say, must, by definition, be more or 
less smutty, or it would not be real 
burlesque. They claim that the real 
need of burlesque was a fund of more 
original ideas to draw from, instead 
of resting content with modifying, 
curtailing and refining the old ones. 
Destruction, without rebuilding. does 
not mean advance, and r: building can 
only be done when new materials are 
at hand to work with. As proof of 
their contention, they point to shows 
which were modified along the lines 
of greater cleanliness, and, later, com- 
pelled to return to the old, risque 
paths. 

They also point to the repeated fail- 
ures that followed attempts to pro- 
duce bookish, plotty burlettas. In 
several instances, these shows. re- 
ceived such an uncordial reception, 
that the old sure-fire methods were 
resorted to in a frantic endeavor to 
save a dying show. And in most in- 
stances the injection of the time- 
worn slapstick actually served to save 
the show. These facts call for sincere 
reflection and show the insecurity of 
burlesque’s security. The vast prob- 
lems confronting the powers behind 
the throne become so enormous, when 
these facts are taken into consider- 
ation, that the task of conducting bur- 
lesque wheels seems to call for an 
exercise of greater genius than that 
required in conducting any other form 
of amusement.

A club in ten weeks! In the Listory of club- 
dom there is probably no other such record. 

Seventy days from the inception of the organi- 
zation to the opening of a luxuriously furnished 
clubhouse is what has been accomplished by a 
small coterie of men prominent in the motion- 
picture art. 

The Screen Club is to-day as widely known 
in its own field of membership as are the other 
clubs in the theatrical world. There are nearly 
three hundred members on its roll-call, a large 
number of whom are famous the world over. The 
Screen Club also has the distinction of being one 
of the few clubs in the city of New York without 
a dollar of indebtedness and with a substantia! 
bank account, which is increasing daily. 

It was on Labor Day night when King Paggot, 
the distinguished leading man of the Imp Films 
Company, proposed to six others that the time 
was ripe for the formation of a social organiza- 
tion composed of those men who have made 
moving pictures the art that they are to-day. 

In this gathering were Wiliiam Robert Daly, 
Dell Henderson, Owen Moore, Edward Dillon, 
Frank Powell and myself. We were enjoying 
our recreation time discussing kindred topics 
of interest in a cafe on Broadway, which for 
many months past had been a gathering place 
of motion picture men. An unpleasantness oc- 
curred and we left in a body and sauntered fur- 
ther down the big White Lane and eéntered an- 
other cafe, where we were soon seated about a 
festive board. It was here that Mr. Baggot made 
his suggestion, which was received with enthusi- 
asm Mr. Baggot was nominated Temporary 


Chairman and the boys nominated me Temporary 
Secretary of a tentative organization. 

The following Thursday night in this same 
cafe sixteen of us joined hands, and the name of 
The Screen Club, which had been aptly suggest- 
ed by Frank Powell, was enthusiastically adopted 
It was decided that a public ieeting should be 
held at Bryant Hall, Sixth avenue, near Forty- 
second street, on the evening of Saturday, Septem- 
ber 14, and accordingly the following invitation 
was mailed to 300 men in the motion-picture 
industry:

had so heartily joined in the movement. Over 
200 moving-picture men attended, and plans for 
a permanent organization were immed ately dis- 
cussed. Mr. Baggot made a spirited address of 
welcome, and John Bunny, the distinguished 
comedian, who is known the world over as a 
motion-picture artist, followed with an enthusias- 
tic speech which fairly carried everyone off his 
feet. Many others were heard from, each and 
every one voicing the opinion that this was the 
time for the founding of such a social organiza- 
tion. 

Committees on Constitution and Py-Laws and 
Membership were appointed, Lawrence McGill 
teing made Chairman of the first and John 
Funny Chairman of the second. On the follow- 
ing Saturday night the second meeting was held, 
when both committees reported progress, and fur- 
ther steps were taken in making the club a per- 
manent factor.

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Chicago with its hustling and ever active mil- 
lions intent on accomplishing some _ individual 
purpose and taking cognizance of passing events 
as they are forced to their attention, is bestowing 
a homage and recognition to the motion picture 
that is swaying this business toward a pinnacle 
which has never before been reached by any other 
popular form of entertainment. 

Even the most discriminating and pessimistic 
who call the Windy City their home have been 
forced to submit to the onward progress of this 
industry. Within its confines this great metropo- 
lis houses all the varied branches which in their 
collective nature contain every component part 
necessary to the transaction of trade in this line of 
endeavor. The entire city is dotted with hundreds 
of theaters which in their onward progress are 
creeping into every available locality and multi- 
plying where once they gained a foot hold at an 
astounding rate. This invigorating growth gives 
rise to new trades-people in this branch every day, 
representing it in all its diversified forms. 

With this encouraging progress as an incentiv, 
Chicago and the adjacent territory is rapidly as- 
suming proportions in the moving picture field 
which give birth to prosperity and success to a 
degree that is highly pleasing to the operativs in 
this industry Every day many new faces are seen, 
many new names heard and new offices opened, 
all combining to enlarge and further an already 
big enterprise. 

This has been possible only by the intimate 
knowledge of all concerned, of the game and its 
workings, bringing about a co-operation among 
them that has allowed an interchange of ideas 
which have workt to the benefit of the business. 
The manufacturers in their massive undertaking 
are devoting brain, money and effort toward the 
production of even better film. They are reaching 
forth and grasping every opportunity within their 
range to give variety and attractivness to their of- 
ferings. Nothing daunts them in their purpose to 
accomplish that which they have set out to 
achieve. Chicago gives them a command of ma- 
terial around which to build their stories. It also 
serves them very efficiently with their necessary 
equipment indispensable to the successful pro- 
duction of their pictures. The theatrical enter- 
prises located in the Windy City offer any amount 
of trained peop'!e whose capability makes them 
available for moving picture work. 


What the next stage of advancement of this 
surprising business will be is difficult to determine, 
but each day we see it crystalizing itself into more 
systematic channels, embracing new fields and 
capturing added honors. That a more competent 
system is necessary is acknowledged by all. One 
must be brought into effect that will embody a 
method which will permit of more speed and ac- 
curacy in the transaction of business in all its 
branches and one that at the same time will be 
protectiv, this of course to be consistent with the 
economics which are necessary to every trade. 
There was a time when the age and quality of the 
film did not effect the rental price, but today this 
is all changed. The purchase of the film by the 
exchange, however, has remained the same. The 
staple price of ten cents a foot is still in effect. 
The time, however, will undoubtedly arrive when 
the value of the film will be determined by its 
merit and entertaining qualities as well as the 
expense that has been put into it. We find many 
films flooding the market, the comparativ value of 
which is not to be taken into consideration when 
placed alongside of pictures which have had all 
the attention and effort that could possibly have 
been given them, nevertheless their commercial 
value is the same, whereas the real cost of their 
production has been much less. 

With the ever growing demands and constant 
altering, matters will be adjusted so that the in- 
dustry will reach a stage where these trivial ob- 
jections will have been done away with and cor- 
rected to the benefit of all concerned. The activ- 
ities of master minds in the theatrical field which 
are rapidly entering the moving picture busi- 
ness will undoubtedly have a tendency to build 
this enterprise along lines that have made them 
successful in their chosen field. Their experience 
coupled with the knowledge of those already in- 
terested should form a combination which in its 
workings will undoubtedly accomplish the desired 
end. The legitimate theater in its recognition of 
the moving picture as being an attraction capable 
of following an expensiv production is an acknowl- 
edgement that it is making inroads into one of the 
greatest establisht amusements known to man. 
Its power as an entertaining medium is thus 
brought more forcibly to those very few who still 
hesitate in acknowledging their belief of the mov- 
ing pictures as an educational and entertaining 
factor. 


The kaleidoscopic condition that has been 
prevalent in this business since its inception is 
mirrored in every important center of industry. 
No matter what the transaction may be or where 
it occurs, its reflection is immediately seen on the 
activities of the trade, even in its remotest regions. 
There is no other industry concerning which so 
much news has been recorded within the last 
decade as the film business. Nor is their any 
other line of endeavor that has changed its op- 
erativ plans so frequently. Always, however, with 
a view of perfecting a business that sprang from 
a mere toy to one of the largest and most re- 
munerativ occupations of the present day. It is 
a trade that has asserted itself under most ad- 
verse circumstances and revolutionized a condi- 
tion which seemed to bestamped as a permanent 
fixture in the amusement field. It has also made 
inroads into the commercial and educational pur- 
suits. It’s recognition is becoming as wide-spread 
as the fame of our most noted statesmen. 

We are all familiar with the history of this 
enterprise, the activities of the pioneers in this 
business, and now it has developed into the tri- 
angular arrangement of factions which are at 
present in power. We have also watched it grow 
from subjects which ranged in length from 50 to 
300 feet to the present day 1,000 feet of moving 
pictures. This now is gradually being revolution- 
ized into the two, three and five thousand-foot 
feature which is daily declaring itself more as- 
sertiv in its strength. The very near future will 
find a unanimous demand from both the public 
and exhibitor for these long subjects because of 
the sustained interest that they condition, and 
because of their great use at the present time. 
It seems to be the natural evolution of events in 
this great enterprise that the long film, which 
will lose its name of feature, will shortly be on 
the program of every exhibitor in the country at 
every performance. Already he feels the great 
demand for it, and the manufacturer who at all 
times must know the requirements, is gradually 
arranging his output so that it includes several of 
the long subjects each week. This condition was 
undoubtedly brought about by the purveyors’ of 
staterights, who have given wide-spread publicity 
to their features and created a demand for them 
that has brought many feature manufacturers and 
exchanges into the field.

EEL, FACTS ABOUT MOVING PICTURE ADVERTISING 


SB8Y WATTERSON R. ROTHACKER 


The chap who wrote Everybody’s Doin’ It 
probably had in mind the desire and habit of the 
American public to visit the moving picture show. 
The moving picture magnet is sufficiently strong 
to attract and hold all classes—the employee, the 
employer and the retired merchant, the youngster, 
the lad and the young man, the girl, the maiden 
and the matron, the old and young, and capital 
and labor. As the husky voiced ballyho used to 
say, “Here's where they all go!" and they do—to 
the moving picture show. 

As our good friend C. W. Post says, “There's a 
reason” for the international and universal pop- 
ularity of moving pictures and it isn’t a matter of 
price. Py the way, while the average admission 
charged at the moving picture theater is 5 and 
10 cents there are dozens of theaters showing mov- 
ing pictures at 25 cents admission and in New 
York more than a couple so-called “legitimate” 
theaters are packing ’em in at 50, 75 and $1.00— 
and the attraction is moving pictures—and, get 
this, during every day in the year approximately 
5,000,000 admissions are paid by people in the 
United States who enjoy the movies. 

Now it is granted that illustrations perform a 
certain and valuable advertising function. And, 


it is obvious that moving pictures are the superla- 
tiv illustrativ force. And, it is a fact that moving 
pictures have the daily attention of millions of 
American people. Now don’t these facts suggest 
a combination of great advantage to the adver- 
tiser who desires to make use of the best in illus- 
trated advertising and whose aim it is to induce 
as many of these millions of people as he can to 
buy his product or remember his name? It 
sounds so good that more than a few non-analy- 
tical persons have jumped at the conclusion that 
the only equipment necessary to reap an advertis- 
ing harvest in this field is a moving picture 
camera, an operator, some film, and a desire to 
advertise. The usual result of this ignorant pro- 
cedure should be dismissed somewhat after the 
manner of the dramatic critic who, referring to 
to E. H. Sothern’s first performance of Hamlet at 
Louisville, said, “Sothern played Hamlet at Ma- 
cauley’s Theater last night. ‘My God,’ said the 
woodcock and flew away.” 

It really is pathetic to realize how little the 
average person understands moving pictures. 
About the only thing which seems to be clear to 
the laymen is the picture on the screen. This is 
largely the fault of people in the trade who nat- 


urally are reticent as to the secrets of the business 
and others who mistake pure assertion for author- 
ized information and hand it on without taking 
the trouble to verify it. For instance, one of the 
best business magazines in the United States re- 
cently published a very well written article which 
gracefully mentioned some facts in regard to the 
commercial uses of moving pictures, but took all 
kinds of license when it came to figures. The 
author of this article stated in print that “A 
camera cost from $100 upward; $250 is perhaps 
the average price for a good machine.” Now if a 
good moving picture camera can be purchased 
for $100 it comes either from a source at present 


unknown to the film manufacturers or else the 


individual or company selling at this price is do- 
ing so below cost A new and practical moving 
picture camera can not be purchased in the United 
States for a cent less than $250 and the average 
camera used by reputable film producers costs 
anywhere from $300 to $00 In this same 


article appears the statement, ‘““Unexposed films 
are sold by the manufacturers for about ten cents 
a foot.”” As a matter of fact the raw film is

Channing Pollock was born in Washington, D. 
C., but spent the early years of his life in San Sal- 
vador, where his father was the American Con- 
sul during the Guitrez administration. : 

An incident in the Ezeta Rebellion gave Mr. 
Pollock an opportunity to accomplish his boy- 
hood ambition to break into the newspaper game. 
The consular agent at Santa Techla, who wags at 
that time correspondent 
to certain papers in the 
United States, was shot 
and seriously wounded. 
Pollock, then only six- 
teen years old, assumed 
the 


duties as corre- 
spondent, but instead 
of contenting himself 


with gathering news at 
Santa Techla, he hur- 
ried to Santa Anita, the 
center of hostilities. 
There he mixed in the 
actual fighting and sent 
out such startling sto- 
ries and pictures that 
he was offered a staff 
appointment as exclu- 
siv representativ of 
Collier’s Weekly and 
of the San Francisco 
Call. At the close of 
the Ezeta Rebellion, 


Pollock returned to 
Washington, where he 
secured his first job as 


a city reporter.

“G 
men” is the euphemistic cognomen of those ig- 
norant enemies of organized society who are ren- 
dered formidable only thru their possession of 
firearms. 

The possession of an automatic “gat” indubit- 
ably gives to any undisciplined and reckless in- 
dividual a sense of power that can not fail to be 
inimical to the common weal inasmuch as it puts 
him on a fysical par with the agents of the law 
and, presumtivly, superior to law-abiding folk 
Even as armor and two-handed swords—nothing 
else—put the robber barons*above their serfs and 
hurls 

When gunpowder ,.rendered permeable to the 
basest peasant the armor of the Knight, it ushered 
in modernity; it would be paradoxical if gun- 
powder brought about society’s downfall. Yet 
there are few careful students of affairs who could 
b- found to minimize the serious aspect and the 
peril to society that inhering in any possible mis-

stantly attacking an institution from 
which they are making their living. 

However, this unbiased attitude 
makes it imperativ that credit should 
be given waere credit is due, and The 
Billboard must compliment the direct- 
ors of the United Booking Offices for 
gaining control of theaters thruout the 
country, by legitimate means, and 
forming an organization that has done 
much to advance the individual inter- 
est of the performer. 

While the “knocks” alluded to are 
readily traced to a single source, the 
voice of the many who appreciate the 
work of this great, modern organiza- 
tion are carried by every breeze. It is 
a singular fact that only one paper 
specializes on “‘knocks”’ toward this in- 
stitution, and it is very probable that 
more do not do so principally because 
there are not enough “knocks” to go 
around. Put, if representativs of in- 
terests praising the work of this or- 
ganization were so divided that each 
would find voice in a dramatic weekly, 
there would not be enough papers to 
go around, for very obvious reasons. 

Mr. Keith owns or controls twenty- 
three theaters, individually. The early 
establishment by him of a managerial 
policy of cleanliness and decency has 
been adopted generally by theatrical 
magnates thruout the world. The fact 
that his principal lieutenants have 
been with him almost since the incep- 
tion of his business, is a remarkable 
tribute to the personality of the lead- 
ing figure in the vaudeville world. 
They,too,have acquired theatres which 
are part and parcel of the United 
Booking Offices. Mr. Meyerfeld and Mr. Beck are 
with their company, joint owners of thirty theater 
x more. The Keith Circuit and the Orpheum 
Circuit employ, in conjunction with their affili 
ated theaters, over 1,500 acts per week. 

It is a strange fact that, with so many theaters 
»wned and controlled, with so many acts bookt 
weekly, these two great circuits conduct their 


business in such a manner that none of the usua 
performers’ complaints of unfair treatment have 
been lodged against them. At least, no serious 
complaints have come to the notice of The Bill- 
board, and The Billboard has not read of any 
specific case in any newspaper. It is true that 
performers have complained of their inability to 
secure work. But this condition is natural. For 
it is impossible for the United Booking managers 
to undertake to employ all the artists in America 
simultaneously; but, when the wonderful oppor- 
tunity they afford for the exploitation of the best 
talent obtainable is taken in consideration, this 
unavoidable condition loses much of its unpleasant 
flavor. 

It is possible that performers with griev- 
ances due to their failure to secure employment 
may have and show ill-feeling on this account

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CHRISTMAS. 

Christmas, the word used to mean literally 
Christ's Mass, which used to be celebrated on 
December 25 in memory of the birth of Christ. 
Before that the day was ecclesiastically known 
as the Feast of the Nativity. There is a 
Christmas season still recognized as such which 
extends from Christmas Eve to Epiphany, Janu- 
ary 6, which is known as Christmastide. This 
season was formerly referred to as the Christ- 
mas holidays, but by popular acceptance the 
holidays now embrace only Christmas, New 
Years and the intervening days 

Altho a feast day in the Church, the Christ- 
mas dinner does not owe its origin to that 
fact. There is no record that the early Chris- 
tians feasted on Christmas. 

The Christmas dinner was originally the feast 
of Yule—the feast of midwinter and sacred to 
the memory Odbin, god of storms of the bar- 
barians of Northern Europe 

The early Christian missionaries to these 
tribes found it expedient not te abolish this 
idolatrous observation so they called it Christ 
mas and very gradually changed its date and 
significance. 

The origin of Christmas gifts may have been 
dual. Churchmen contend for the following 
culled from the Scrap Book: 

About 300 A. D, a boy was born in Lycia. His 
parents called him Nicholas, but—so the chron- 
icles tell us—tho that was a man’s name, he 
preserved the nature of a child, for he chose 
“to kepe vertues, mekness, and simpleness, 
and therefore the children doe him worship b®& 
fore all other saints.”’ 

The modern child’s “Santa Claus’’ is a Dutch 
contraction of ‘‘Sankt Nikolaus.”’ *“*Sank’ni 
K’laus,"’ and the saint’s custom of giving pres- 
ents secretly and in the dead of night is the 
development of a deed of charity he performed 
when he assisted three young Women out of grave 
misfortune by tossing three well-filled purses 
into their bedroom long after they had retired. 

Thus, Santa Claus comes about when the chil 
dren are asleep and gives them their heart’s 
desires. St. Nicholas’ Day was originally early 
in December, but later it was confounded with 
Christmas. 

There is an old ballad describing the saint 
and his customs, thus: 


St, Nicholas money used to give to maydens 
secretlie, 

Who, that he still may use his wonted liberalitie. 

The mothers all their children on the Eve do 
cause to fast, 

And when they every one at night in senseless 
Sleepe are cast, 

Both Apples, Nuttes, and Peares they bring and 
other things besides, 

As caps and shoes and petticotes, which secretly 
they hide, 

And in the morning found, they say, that this 
St. Nicholas brought. 


The idea that St. Nicholas was an old hoary 
bearded man comes from the ancient representa- 
tions ef Saturn, who was pictured as a partiarch, 
aud also from the confounding of the Christmas 
saint with Father Time, who always has his 
special day a week after Christmas. 

Despite the pagan origin of the majority of 
our Christmas customs, they have been so much 
infused with the spirit of peace and good-will 
that their original significance is completely lost, 
and there is an entirely different sentiment in 
the merry festival of today. 


Historians, however, are much inclined to 


credit it to a Scandinavian festival. As the 
fall waned and winter approached the tribes 
of Northern Europe noticed tina’ & sun sank 
lower and lower with each succec day. 


They attributed this to the malign intivence 
and attracion of an evil spirit below the horizon. 
Annually, therefore, when it appeared that they 
were about to lose their orb of day all together, 
they brought to their priests gifts and presents 
and besought them to propitiate the evil spirit 
and save the sun. 

The priests were very very successful, for 
the tribes never quite lost their light, at least 
those that did not live too far North did not. 

Life offers a characteristic Christmas origin 
in a recent issue. Here it is: 

The Romans had a variety of feasts. Almost 
every day, in fact, there was something doing 
in the feasting way. But after all the Saturna- 
lia was the feast, to speak classically, with the 
punch. 

That, no doubt, is why it has been perpetuated 
in our Christmas, 

The Saturnalia was celebrated in honor of 
Saturn, and while we do not consciously think 
of him during Christmastide, it is a fact that 
we often laugh saturninely when we survey the 
presents we have received and compare them 
with the presents we have given. 

The giving of gifts, by the way, is a mod- 
ern feature The Saturnalia was distinguisht 
rather by what people did not give. Particularly 
they did not give a hang when they entered 
apon the celebration of the Saturnalia. 

The Saturnalia lasted about three weeks with- 
out, however, any preliminary bunk about the 
tired sales person and doing your shopping early 

The Romans were wont, by way of making the 
Saturnalia pass off lightly. to throw a num 
ber of undesirable citizens to the lions, but we, 
more refined in our notions of what is funny, en- 
joy a quiet laugh at the old joke about ‘peace 
on earth, good will to men.”’ 

CHRISTMAS KISSING. 

The present custom of kissing under the 
mistletoe is the outcome of an old practice of 
the Druids.. Tersons of opposite sexes passed 
ander the suspended vine and gave each other 
the kiss of love and peace in full assurance that, 
tho it had caused Balder’s death, it had lost 
all its power of doing harm since his restoration 

The mistletoe was held in great reverence by 
the Druids.. It was believed to be particularly 
and divinely healing: in fact it was given thi« 
attribute for centuries. It had special signifi- 
cance as the cause of the death of Balder, the 
Norse Apollo, who was killed by an arrow made 
from its branches. Subsequently Balder was 
restored to life, the mistietoe tree was placed 
under the care of Friga, who decreed that it 
should starve on air and grow dwarf and runt, 
and from that time until it touched the earth 
was never again to be an instrument of evil. 

ORIGIN OF CHRISTMAS TREE. 
(According to the Scrap Book.) 

This custom, so far as Christianity is concern- 
ed, is German in its origin, and is identified with 
the labors of St. Maternus, one of the earliest 
if not the very first, of the preachers of the 
gospel among the Teutons. 

Just how that people became latter day spon- 
e@ors for the Christmas tree is doubtful, tho it Is 
possible that it is traceable to the Saturnalia,

Most of us welcome the approach of Christmas with all of the eager enthu- 
siasm and fond anticipation with which we are wont to count the days before 
the next visit of the rent-collector. 

Let’s hearken to Eleanor Robson-Belmont. Let’s revolt. Let's “‘vive la 
revolution.” Let’s unfurl the Spug standard before we are reduced to “carry- 
ing the banner.” 

Eleanor Robson’s message is, “Get together; throw off that load of ‘must’ 


and ‘show’ and ‘return’ gifts, and only send presents where the heart 
prompts.”

Form a squad. Help to re-establish the old real Yuletide spirit. 


Christmas gifts are for children and perhaps negro servants. If white 
servants and employees were paid the fair wages that they are entitled to— 
that they earn—they will appreciate that a hundred-fold more than they will 
a Christmas present. It may be all right to press your customary tip to your 
waiter on Christmas Day or Christmas Eve, if you can afford it, and if you 
know of some worthy but unfortunate and needy family. and (again) YOU 
CAN AFFORD IT, a Christmas basket and some toys for the children will not 
be amiss. 

That subscription thing, however, is all to the bad. Do not put your name 
down on a list to buy a Christmas gift for the boss or the superintendent or 
the foreman or the star or the manager or any superior whatever. 

If he has any of the instincts of a man or she any of the impulses of 
womanhood, either would rather a hundred times not receive such a present. 
They well know, if they will but think, that all subscription presents must be 
purchased with some money that was given reluctantly, some that was given 
disingenuously, some that was given designingly, and some that was wrung 
from a subscriber thru fear of loss of his job. 

The men who spring these bright ideas (subscription presents) are only 
one degree less inconsiderate and heedlessly selfish than those who accept them 
with gratification. They are both hogs. 

Never give a hog anything that is good for anything else, and NEVER, 
NEVER, NEVER GIVE HIM AUGHT THAT YOU CAN NOT AFFORD. The 
hog grunts just as happily over offal, refuse, waste and garbage as he does over 
corn. A hog is justa hog. Perhaps it is not his fault. Maybe he can not help 
it. MAYBE HE DOES NOT KNOW IT. But YOU do. 


Be a Spuc. Do not allow vourself to be mulct for a gold watch to be presented to a hog, nor @ 
diamond brooch to a sow. Swill is good enough for swine. 


The ideal Christmas gift is that which, as nearly as possible, approaches 
the lover's kiss. It is a gift that gratifies most and costs least. 

Cost is always relativ. That which is prohibitiv to an actor may be trifling 
to a manager. Put this principle may be laid down as axiomatic, viz.: “Your 
gifts must be such as are entirely within your means or you will spoil Christmas 
not only for yourself, but for the recipients of your presents.”

It is a mere 
dramatization of the Collings novel, with a few 
alterations here and there to change the tone 
of the whole. The dramatist falls, however, t 
conceal the fact that be used Man aad Wif: 
as a basis for The Indiscretion of Truth. Wilkie 
Collins is a writer of sueh quality and persona! 
characteristics that it is impossible to make al- 
terations in hig work so as to effectively con 
eceal the source from which they were taken. 
The Truth in this case is not an abstract con- 
ception, but Truth Celeridge, the ward of + 
Scotch minister. She is in love with a brawny 
athlete, who also professes his love for her. 
Her indiscretion consists in a visit to a Scotch 
inn, where she gves tu wed ber lover. Here 
instead she meets another man and under the 
old Scotch law: she somehow becomes his wife 
and is at the same time the wife of the other 
man as well. Thus she is the wife of tw 
different men altho not yet married to one. Her 
guardian extricates her from her dilemma an 
the play closes with the two enfolded in each 
other’s arms. There is nothifig about the story 
to warrant its success as a play, altho it Is 
very good as a novel. Had it not been for the 
excellent east which produced it, The Indiscre 
tion of Truth would have been a complete fall 
are Truth Coleridge was played br Murie! 
Starr, who gave to the character all the charm 
of her own personality. Mrs. Whiffen, who 
portrayed the character Mrs. Darrell, was the 
only one of the entire cast that really deserves 
any great amount of praise. She did excellent 
work In a part that was a very poor medium for 
ber talents. Dan Collyer played Ben Kouivett 
very discreetly and wisely. Walter Hampden 
was Bruce Darrell, the villian of the play, and 
be did his work fairly well.

THE MILLIE-CHRISTINE TWINS. 


A Brief History of the Famous Two-Headed 
Woman, Who Died Recently. 


By Mrs. Louis Blitz (Aunt Lou). 

Millie Christine was born near Whiteville, N. 
C., in the year 1851, on July 11, making her, or 
them, 61 years 2 months and 27 days old at 
death. They left one sist and two brothers. 
There was nothing unusual in any of the rest 
of the family. 

Many people think that Millie Christine died 
| Wealthy, but such is not the case. They died 

poor and left but little property, a small farm 
|} and a few hundred dollars in bank. They made 


| hundreds of thousand of dollars; in fact, they 
were one of the greatest money-makers that 
was ever known They were generous to a 
fault, not only taking ecare of kin folks, but 
others thruout the world. They were always 
pleasant and avreeable, at all times they were 
courteous and glad to receive visitors. 

Millie Christine enjoyed the best of health 
until about two years ago, when Millie de- 
veloped a case of tuberculosis Millie grew 
worse, and died at 6 P. M., on October 8. Just 
before her death, (Millie) Christine, who was 


in excellent health, 
spell. Dr. Crowell was at the bedside, and pro- 
nounced Millie's demise even before he himself 
knew that breath had left the body. It has been 
explained that their minds ran in the same 
groove. Christine said Millie passed away as 
if in a dream. 

This is undeniably the most accurate knowl 
edge of death ever given or known, and to show 
the intimate connection between the two bodies, 
the warmth remained in the body of the corpse 
until the other twin had likewise died. Dr. 
Crowell says that the life of Millie was doubt- 
less prolonged by her drawing vitality from 
Christine’s body. A proof of this fact, Millie 
apparently passed away at 4 p. m. and to every 
appearance was dead, but at six, two hours 
afterward, she revived, and was conscious and 
rational for some minutes, until the final dis- 
solution took place. Life was sustained in the 
corpse by its connection with a living bey, 
when the spark of life revived, flickered, and 
was finally extinguished Millie died at 6 p. m., 
Tuesday, October 8, and Christine died on Wed- 
nesday, October 9, at 1:30 p. m., living nine- 
teen hours united with and part of the corpse. 
Christine bore up wonderfully well, but after 
a few hours of suffering of excruciating mental 
agony, Christine knew that her demise was only 
a matter of time, only a few hours, for the 
living could not be cut apart from the dead.

This season base been an epocb-making year 
for the Empire Circuit and from all over the 
circuit come reports of wonderful business, 
which exceeds by far the bus ness ef the shows 
during previous seasons New houses have 
been acquired apd many improvements have 
been made while the percentage of ladies pow 
regularly attending our theaters bas increased 
by over 100 per cent The managere are fast 
awakening to the fact that it is necessary to 
give the public the bist that can be found 
for the money and on every burlesque program

THE HOUSE BEHIND. 


. 

A few days ago, a group of song fans were 
discussing conditions in the world of music. 
Different song writers were mentioned. The 
list included writers pew and old who are now 
in the limelight of popular favor. As the name 
of each favorite was commented upon, someone 
in the throng would declare the writer a genius 
of sterling merit, a wonder and other terms in- 
tended to convey the information that, in the 
opinion of the speaker, the writer referred to 
was performing extraordinary work. - 

One member of the throng, who had very 
little to say, a writer recognized as a ‘‘hit- 
specialist’’ in past years, listened to the words 
of praise, his bored face expressiv of the dis- 
gust the empty compliments aroused. Finally. 
this ex in-right writer could stand the strain no 
longer and blurted out: 

“Oh, yes, they're all 


wonders when they've 
got the house behind them. While a house boosts 
1 writer, he'll make good. Let him fall out 
of his soft job and see how long he wil! last.”’ 

There is a great deal of truth in the statement 
of the disappointed writer. The general public 
ie not aware of the fact that great names con 
tinvally appear on great songs, not merely be 
cause the writers are producing exceptional 
manuscripts, but, aleo, because they have io 
gratiated themselves into “Le good 
firm striving its utmost .. popularize their ef 
forts, 

The writer without a house behind him must 
present unusually meritorious manuscripts in 
«der to have them accepted. He has no guaran- 
tee that his effort will be pusht and probably 
prepares many good manuscripts in order to 
have a single effort ‘‘workt for a hit.’ If the 
unexpected happens and one of his numbers 
‘‘goea over,”’ it works more harm for the hap 
less writer than good. Imme?fiately upon re- 
alizing that the unknown has w real hit to his 
credit, avaricious publishers begin to haul bis 
dusty, previous efforts from their safes and 
place them upon the market as ‘‘So-and-so’s 
latest and greatest hit.". When it is remem- 
bered that many of these safe-warmers were 
sold outright for ridiculously low amounts, the 
perilous position of the writer is understood. 
The saddest part of the whole thing Is that, 
when the writer approaches publisher with a 
new effort, he is informed .oat the publisher 
intends to first push the song he purchased from 
the writer three or four seasons before. Once 
im a great while, if the manuscripts hanled out 
of safes are really worth-while and continue to 
establish the hit value of the writer, he is pre- 
sented with a regular contract from a big house. 
But this does not happen frequently. 

On the other hand. the contract writer has 
no such difficulties. In tke first place, his con 
tract precludes him from writing for another 
firm and only the house purveying his efforts 
can “back it up.” The fact that the writer 
has produced a hit will lead them te place con- 
fidence in his judgment and they will ‘“‘go after’ 
his songs as long as they continue to ‘“‘go well."’

Original genius is 
required in order to “‘get Im right.’ but once 
thrn the sacred portals. a writer may rest 
content that every effort he produces, unless ab- 
solutely mediocre. will receive hearty boosting 
and probably become popular, while a more 
meritorious effort from the pen of a less well- 
known writer may Iie In the safe for an in- 
definite period and then be given birth only to 
die a slow death because of the weak boosting 
secorded It,

Vaudevil Performers’ Guide, Embracing the Good and Mediocre 
Offerings From Various Music Publishers, Showing Their 
Value For Stage Use and Intrinsic Merit 


SOME DAY MY HEART WILL BE AT REST 
—Written and composed by Emma Stokes Pill- 
ing. ‘The simple intensity of this ballad should 
prove a universal recommendation. Its chiet 
fault lies in the fact that the. thot in the verse 
and the expressions used in the chorus are iden- 
tical, so tuat the reader is impressed with the 
idea that they might have been exchanged with- 
out detracting from the general value of the 
song. The title does not appear until the final 
line of the chorus, but the lines are short and 
the rhymes true, making the title stand out 
almost as strongly as if it appeared at the be- 
ginning of the chorus poem. The second verse 
mounts to theatrical vehemence, probably because 
ail every-day thoughts are exhausted in the ini- 
tial stanza. The rhyme scheme of the first verse 
should have been retained thruout the second, 
“How staunch and true I've been to you,’’ fol- 
lowed by a second verse line built on a similar 
rhyme scheme, instead of ‘“‘Some day I wil! be 
with you, dear,’ (giving the impression that 
‘will’ is rhymed with ‘‘dear’’). The melody 
is appropriate thruout, and the song leaves a 
pleasant impression of quaint sincerity. (Globe 
Music Co., publishers). 


SAIL ON, SILV’RY MOON—The professional 
copy informs us, in startling red letters, that 
this song is ‘‘the over-night sensation,’ and we 
eagerly read the lyric and listen to the melody 
by Ernie Erdman, in order to ascertain why a 
moon song, built along conventional lines should 
be an over-night sensation. There is nothing 
sensational about the words, which recount a 
simple, little story, not at all new, about 
“Sweethearts in a birch canoe, floating on a 
rippling stream in Dixie,’’ on a June night, 
‘neath moolight, etc. The chorus melody must 
have been written first, as even William A. 
Downs, the writer of the lyric, never puts up 
words like those before us, except when inspired 
by a melody half-accepted by a publisher anxious 
to get hold of an eleventh-hour set of rhymes. 
The chorus melody would awaken more respect 
if it didn’t savor so much of Percy Wenrich in 
Tennessee Moon and Moonlight Bay. The story 
is the detailed appeal of a pair of lovers. The 
moon is told to hide itself, as the lovers desire 
to spoon. Can this part of the story be the 
cause for the over-night sensation? The second 
verse is quite conventional, and does nothing to 
dignify the undignified lyric. (Harold Rossiter, 
publisher). 


WON'T YOU LET ME TAKE YOU HOME?— 
A neat novelty number, by Eddie Doerr and Lon 
Ashley, telling a fairly good story to a rhythm 
of pure waltz construction. Just why the writers 
forced a grace-note in the last line of a verse, 
clear in construction thruout, is hard to under- 
stand. Home and alone are never ideal rhyming 
words, but they have been used so much that 
condemnation of their employment would con- 
stitute verbose discourse. The song would be 
far more powerful, if written in the first person 
thruout, with lines so constructed that a double 
version could be made line for line from the 
single effusion. (Crown Music Pub. Co., pub- 
lishers). 


THAT DEVLISH RAG—Frank Stilwell put up 
a properly weird melody, with a unique and 
original swing thruout, though a trifle too long. 
Jean Felt wrote a lyric more thoughtful than 
poetic, as lines like “It ain't no angel from 
above’’ will testify. Al! the usual ghost-talk is 
employed, and the words and music combine to 
make it a pretty good stage number. (Kendis 
& Paley, publishers). 


SING A SONG TO ME—Of interest, 
because the same lyricist wrote the immortal 
Silver Threads Among the Gold. Eben E. Rex- 
ford’s words in the present composition possess 
only one merit that underlies his previous great 
offering—simplicity. The verse is very long and 
the chorus extremely short, constituting a song 
quite different from most modern offerings. The 
chorus seems to come to a very abrupt ending. 
Built around a lover's promise to reward a sing- 
ing sweetheart with ‘A kiss for a song.’’ The 
music is expressiv, and dignifies the lyric, tho 
it must be remembered that the composer, 
Everett J. Evans, did not write the music to 
Rexford’s Silver Threads. (Hamilton 8S. Gordon, 
publisher). 

BABY IS CALLING FOR YOU—A song along 
the style popular when certain gray-haired ballad 
writers wrote their initial efforts. The days 
when songs regarding baby's appeal for mama 
gained universal circulation are gone forever. 
This kind of sentiment is welcome only when 
some new idea is expressed. We regret to state 
that this number holds nothing new. The lyric, 
by Robert Scott, is astonishingly mediocre, the

‘This decision was 
appealed from and the Appelate Court ordered 
a new trial, which resulted in favor of the 
performers. 

It is understood that Myers is to make ap 
appeal from the present decision.

MAJESTIC THEATER. 


Chicago, Dec. 3 (Special to The Billboard). 
--From Tanguay to the much advertised first 
vaudevil performance of The Divine Sarah con- 
stitutes the routine of the Majestic within the 
last ‘two weeks and it sure is some route. Mme. 
Bernhardt arrived in Chicago by special train 
from New York on Monday afternoon at about 
1:30 o'clock; she was richly and warmly clad 
and seemed very happy altho a bit faticued 
from her strenuous trip, leaning on the arms of 
two escorts from her company. she immediately 
left for the Majestic to prepare for her act »~ 
four o'clock, as she was under heavy bonds to 
appear on time and not disappoint the throng 
who were anxiously sitting thru the six previ- 
@us numbers in order to hear bits from Luwucre- 
cia Borgia, La Dame Aux Camelias et cetera. 
Mme. Bernhardt has appeared in vaudevil be- 
fore, but always in London, where her presence 
created somewhat of a riot, and about the only 
seceptions rivaling it in this country are those 
extended to Eva Tanguay on several occasions. 
Of course the whole performance is given in 
French and as the average vaudevil patron 
scarcely ever looks at the program, a number 
found it quite bard to follow and wondered what 
all the excitement was about and why the gen- 
tleman in green tights seemed so horribly pro 
voked. This was in the first offering, Lucrecia 
Borgia, and for the benefit of those who are 
mot exactly acquainted with the story we will 
give a decidedly short summary of the action 
that takes place in the part which Mme. Bern- 
hardt presents at the Majestic this week. 

The scene is laid in the palace of Alphonse 
@’Esta, the Duke of Ferrara. This gentleman 
imagines he has discovered a secret love situ- 
ation between his wife, Lecrecia Borgia, and a 
young boy by name of Gennaro, the latter in 
reality being the illegitimate son of Lucrecia 
and at this time under arrest of the Duke for 
defacing the front of the palace. Lucrecia, who 
is not aware of the latter fact, rushes into the 
Duke’s »resence and inguires of him why the 
defacer of the palace has not been arrested. 
The Duke tells her he has and that he will 
have him brought in and later to be killed, ac- 
cording to the wishes of Lucrecia. Imagine the 
shock when Lucrecia beholds in the prisoner her 
own son. She immediately pleads for the life 
which she had asked to have a few moment~ 
before until the Duke suspects the young boy as 
being her lover, which adds to his indignation. 
He gives his wife the choice of saying whether 
the boy shal! die by the sword or poisoned wine 
and after moments of intense avony the mother 
chooses the wine. The prisoner is brought in, 
accepts the invitation to drink whereupon the 
Duke leaves saying to his wife: *‘You can be with 
him if you like for his last quarter of an hour.”’ 
The mother informs Gennaro that he has been 
poisoned and offers an antidote te offset the 
game but the son rejects the remedy thinking it 
is poison, which she herself is offering, knowing 


well of her murderous reputation. At last 
owing to her extreme pleadinvse and urgines he 
a-in’s the remedy, saves himself and taking her 


advice fiees from the palace. 

Mme. Bernbardt’s acting, as of old, is withont 
doubt wonderful and she has no trouble in 
holding an audience spellbound, even tho the 
majority can not understand a word she is 
saying. She easily convinced the large throng 
at Monday’s matinee that s7° has not im- 
paired whatsoever her art or charm and that 
she still retains her dramatic ability together 
with the same melodious voice. Her appearance 
was the cause of a storm of applause. 

The show which Mme. Bernhardt closes, opens 
with -ine minutes of specialty dercing by Lydia 
Nelson and ber boys and girls, that is only on 
the stage. There are four of them, two boys 
and two virls besides Lydia herself. the bhovs 
drest in neat Eton suits and the girls in white 
*“babydoll’’ dresses. One of the girls opens 
the act by singing Take Me Back to Yorkshire, 
followed by a single dance number, the latter 
part being’ the best by far and making it wort» 
while. Lydia next apnears in a spotlight toe 
dance that is both pretty and well executed. 
The rest of the company all do their share ‘~ 
sirvle numbers and then the whole five manipu- 
late some eccentric «tens together. As to danc- 
fo~ they all do very well indeed, but the com- 
edy is decidedly weak and the songs searcely 
desery any more credit. As a kindly suggestion 
we would add that the gentlemen, especially in 
the act. learn the American mode of make-un 
and net waste near as much ronge on their 
countenance, as it shows up much too plainly. 

Following in order comes Clande Golden, the 
Australian card expert. The act epens with a 
gentleman in a dress suit who starts a few 
sentences about the hand being quicker than 
the eye, but is soon interrupted by a gentleman 
in the audience who says he can do much better 
than that. The performer on the stage invites 
him te come up. which he accepts in a falter 
ing way. but finally yields to the dure and 
mounts the stage in a nervous and frightened 
manner of the amateur. Right from the start, 
however, he goes thru a series of card tricks that 
makes his number absolutely and withont doubt 
one of the best In its line that the reviewer 
has ever witnessed. There is a certain amount 
of conversation passing between the supposed 
“discovery” and the other gentleman that Is 
both interesting and funny, one frase being 
“Your act isn’t any good or it wonldn’t come so 
goon on the program.’’ The performance occu 
ples 18 minutes, the man who mounted the stage 
turns ont to be Clande Golden, ‘“‘himself.”’ The 
tricks are all excentionally fine. in fact even 
marvelous and mystifying and the number re- 
ceived a good hand, so there yon are. 

The Four Huntings, composed of three gentle- 
men and a lady, and including Harry 8S. Fern 
are next on the bill in a comedy skit by Frank 
North entitled The Trimmer Trimmed It Is 
full of good comedy and funny sitnations, the 
whole thing being fnlly appreciated as shown 
by the fonr encores which creeted the endeavors 
of the constituents. To Harry Fern goes the 
honors of chief comedian and also the successfn! 
rendering of Mellow Melody to the tnrne of 
about three encores. Miss Molie Hnnting as 
Miss Sparkles. an actress, is an attractiv bro- 
nette, annearing first In a striking orange cos- 
tume and later making two chances eqnally as 
effectiv. She sings, String a Ring of Roses 
Around Your Posy. and also does a bit of clever 
dancing w'th Lew Hinting. the latter being ex 
ceptionally arile and graceful on his pedal ex- 
tremeties. John» Hunting as the janitor has 


the least work to do and does not have many 
chances to show much ability, altho what he did 
do is alright. The number pleased decidedly. 
Josie Heather, the pretty little English co 
medienne, appears next in a series of songs 
written especially for her use and for which 
she reserves all rights. Josie has the most 
pleasing teasing smile and charming personality 
which can not help but be a big factor in the 
success that greets her efforts. Her first num- 
ber, which is in the spot light, is Keep On 
Swinging Me Charlie, and Miss Heather appears 
drest in an extremely neat yellow dress with 
black bat and trimmings; this is followed by a 
bathing song entitled Who'll Come and Bathe 
With Me, with an appropriate corresponding cos- 
tume consisting of a red and white bathing suit. 
The next song is I Want A Husband and the 
comedienne is robed in a black and white effect 
that is quite striking, she sings the number in 
an extremely pleasing and capable manner. Her 
last change of costume, however, is the cream 
of them all and it is much too dainty and 
pretty for the reviewer to describe but the 
audience seemed to comprehend for they respond- 
ed to her appearance in it with hearty applause 
and a great many breathless ‘‘Ohs.’’ - Anyhow, 
her dress, parasol and bonnet all matched in 
the dainty colors, which composed the ex- 
quisit combination. She sings an amusing song,

PALACE MUSIC HALL. 


Chicago, Dec. 5 (Special to The Billboard). 
—A bill that from all considerations sheuld 
have proved more satisfactory than it did, was 
the one that held the boards at the alace Music 
Hall the current week. A diversity of talent 
was offered and a bill of good balance was 
carefully adhered to, yet the fault seemed to 
lie in the fact that the good acts were very 
good, while the poor acts were essentially thread 
bear. Ethel Barrymore was the advertised 
headliner and well did she deserve this bonor. 
In her little Barrie playlet this actress of such 
reputable theatrical lineage is increasingly re- 
freshing, and to help matters out receives well- 
appointed assistance from [Percy Standing. 

Chick Sale, the comedy protean entertainer, 
was by all odds the tumult commander of the 
current week. His act quite rivaled Ethel Bar 
rymore for the appreciation received from the 
audience, altho the two are of entirely differ- 
ent and even opposit natures, 

The Exposition Four was a quartet that rank- 
ed high in the estimation of those who patron- 
ized the Singer Vlayhouse this week. The re- 
mainder of the acts were in the main good, had 
clever spots in them, but failed to register any 
decisiv impression because of certain inherent 
faults. 

To begin with Belle Hathaway's Simian per- 
formers presented a series of amusing scenes in-

fully an even more successful number. 

Elsa Ruegge, who, quoting the program. is 
the world’s greatest woman ‘cellist, gives a 
very capable program consisting of Nocturne by 
Chopin, Elves Dance by Popper and winding up 
with Traumerei. She is assisted by Edmund 
Lichtenstein, who is ber conductor. The num- 
bers were all rendered in the very best of 
style and each received a storm of applause.

Immediately preceding Mme. Bernhardt comes 
Wellington Gross and Josephine Lois, late feat- 
ures of Blanche Ring’s Wall Street Girl. They 
offer some exceptionally good dancing, clever 
patter and the most ridiculously amusing me! 
odrama that is very laughable. There is a lot 
of good talent represented and judging from 
the applause, the audience were in no hurry for 
them to make way for the wordl’s leading act- 
ress. Their songs include What Are You Going 
to do With Yourself Tonight, and Won't Yeu 
Try a Little Love Pill, also a song containing 
an Indian melody, with words about the late 
Bull Moose that are quite clever.

EDISON PATENT 


PRONOUNCED INVALID 


Farther Details of the Sweeping Decision Rendered 
by Chief Justice in Case of Edison Company 
versus Chicago Film Exchange—Court Claims 
Edison Is Not Discoverer of Film—Inde- 
pendents Are Jubilant Over Decision 


New York, Dec. 7 (Special to The Billboard) 
—The decision rendered by the Court of Aj 

als of the District of Columbia on Monda) 

mber 2, makes one of the most importan! 
victories the independent film manufacturers 
have ever won over the Motion Picture Patent» 
Company or any of its constituents, 

The decision was in the case of the Motion 
Picture Patents Company versus the Chicag 
Film Exchange, the furwer charging the latt 
with infringement of its patent on perforate: 
film. The Pateuts Cowpany, by virtue of ar 
Edison patent, claimed to be the only compan) 
which cvuld market films perforated on the 
sides at regular intervals such as al! films are 
perfoiated. The decision states that Edisun was 
not the patent»r of perforated film and that hi- 
petent is invalid. 

The case was a long one and dates back to 
Tune, 1900 when the first action was brought 
@gainst the Chicago Film Exchange in tix 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia. A 
similar suit was begun against the Independent 
Motion Picture Company, of which Carl Laemmle 
was president. This was a:gued during May) 
of 1911, and six months later a decision was 
rendered in favor of the Patents Company. 

The independent manufscturers as a 
then took up the sult, realizing that the estab 
lishment of the validity of the patent would 
result im putting all idependent manufacturers, 
dealers, exchange men and exhibitors out of! 
business. Kenyon & Kenyon, of New York, 
were engaged to defend the suit and they Imme 
diately appealed from the decision rendered. 

In the main, the cost of the defense was paid 
by the Motion Picture Distributing and Sales 
Company, which was then in existence. When 
this body dissolved the case had not been de 
cided in the Court of Appeals and by voluntary 
agreement the expenses were met by the inde 


bods 


pendent manufacturerg singly contributing thei: 
share. 

The decision rendered on December 2, whitr 
not a surprise to the independents, relieved them 
of the most irksome stress that has ever been 
their lot to bear. It practically means that 
they will remain in business unbampered, while 
an adverse decision would have meant the ces 
sstion of their business activity 

The decision read in part as follows: 

“Edison is not the inventor of the film de 
scribed in bis patent and the patent is therefore 
invalid. The film was neitber discovered nor 
produced by Edison. It was brought to its 
present state of perfection by Eastman. Edisor 
seized upon it and provided it with perforations 
along the edges at regular intervals. A per 
foration bad been previously made in fotografi 
films for feeding purpeses. The problem Exison 
sclved was one wherein the camera apparatus 
Was concerned and ig where his true claim to 
invention lies. His film was the invention of 
thers It is a particular arrangement of the 
picture for which Bdison is entitled to credit 
For these pictures and their arrangement ar 
nothing more than the result of the cperation 
of his improved camera apparatus. The inven 
tion of Edison was exhausted in the coustructio: 
of the camera which enables fotografs of mo 
ing objects to be taken upon the Eastman filin 
in the uniform and satisfactory manner justly 
claimed for them. The pictures are the direct 
result of the mechanism of the camera with 
the Eastman film mechanically adapted to and 
applied therein. 

“In our opinion claim two of the re-issue 
patent 12.192 is unpatentable and void and the 
decree must be reversed with costs and the 
cause remanded with directions to dismiss the 
bill. Reversed.”

A. K. Greenland, Chicago, representativ of 
The Billboard, writes: 


“In answer to your inquiry concerning the 
nature of the predicament Capt. Charles Con- 
way is in, kindly note that he stands self-con- 
fessed as the murderer of Sophie Singer, the 
former chorus girl. The tragedy took place in 
a South Side rooming house, somewhere in the 
thirty-two bundreds, on Indiana Avenue. Con- 
way and his actress wife first created sus- 
picion by disappearing from Chicago after the 
murder of this Singer woman. It was three or 
four days before he was captured at Lima, 0O., 
and when brought back to Chicazco, succeeded 
in pleading innocent until his wife finally, in 
full confession, accused him of the murder. 


“Conway then was put thru the ordeal of the 
third degree, and also confessed, clearing his 
wife from any actual implication other than 
fleeing with him. He has been lodged in the 
Cook County jail awaiting trial, which, accord- 
ing to the State's attorney whom we called up 
this morning, will come up in about four 
months.’’ 


The following is a clipping from a Chicago 
daily, issue of December 3: 

“The next step in the prosecution of the 
Conways, being held as the murderers of Sophia 
Sin.ser, will be taken December 9, when it is 
planned to cause their indictment by the grand 
jury on a charge of murder. 

“Conway and his wife are now being held 
at the jail, pending their trial, will not be 
given an opportunity to tell their story to the 
grand jury Their detailed confessions and th: 
testimony of the police who traced them to 
Lima, 0., is expected to be sufficient to result 
in the indictment of the two prisoners. 

“Conway, meanwhile, has made no plans for 
his defense Having no money with which to 
hire a lawyer, he is spending most of his tim: 
endeavoring to devise some means of raising 
money in a sufficient quantity to tempt a crim 
nal lawyer to attempt to free him and his wife 
of the charge now pending against them."’ 

Conway declares in another letter that there 
was a great deal of fiction printed regarding 


the murder. He says only one side of the story 
has been told, and believes that if he can get 
enough money to hire a lawyer, that he has a 
good chance to beat the charge. He concludes 
“Il am going to put my faith in Billyboy 
am positiv the ‘old school’ will help. A small 
amount from each wil] mean a lot to me."’

I, Adolph Seaman, make this appeal for the 
criginal Joe Epstein, well known to all show 
people of both large and small traveling organi 
zations and to leading park managers. I make 
this appeal in his behalf and with hig consent 
as he ig not allowed to do it himself Epstein 
has been in trouble for the past 20 months and 
during my stay in Virginia, as genera! manager 
of Virginia Beach, I have learned of his mis 
fortune and have lookt very carefully foto the 
circumstances surrounding and leading up to it. 
By so doing, I have learned that he has been 
unjustly treated. They simply railroaded him 
for the reason that he was a showman. Now 
this means a great deal to the showmen of 
America. We know that a showman and also a 
show girl are lookt down upon by the genera! 
public as a low, degraded lot. If the public, in 
general, only knew how hard the show people 
had to work in order to make a living. they 
would no doubt have an entirely different feeling 
towards us. It seems though, especially In time 
of trouble, that a showman is a thief, liar and 
everything else, but a human. being. There is 
no sympathy for him or her. In time of trouble 
we are dismist with the remark, ‘‘Ob, it is only 
a showman.”’ 

It does not make any difference how good and 
law-abiding a citizen you may be. It is all the 
same to the public. As long as you are a show- 
man or show girl. Let any one else get into 
trouble or misfortune and see how quick public 
sentiment will go towards him, but a showman, 
never, Show me where there is justice there, as 
I am a great believer in justice. Look into 
Epstein’s case who ever will and you wil! find 
all the prosecuting attorney could say against 
him was, “Oh. he is a showman.’"’ He was 
not proved guilty as the evidence against Joe 
was too weak. The name showman was al! 
that convicted him as some people think that 
a showman will do anything. This charge is 
also a reflection against his wife. It means 
a whole lot to her good name as a charge of 
that nature will in a short time ruin a good 
woman's reputation. She also should be vin 
dicated But he has done what any other man 
wonld have done in order to save his wife's 
good name. 

He is not guilty. It is only a matter of sus- 
picion. I have got good papers, and also a good 
lawver that will clear him. but it needs about $100 
I hope and trust that every real showman will 
hilp along as much as he can towards this fund 
If we cannot get public sympathy let us get 
justice by helping each other in time of trouble 
Let us protect the name of showmen We don’t 
know when we will meet with misfortune our- 
selves Showmen are always getting a dirty 
deal, and being made the vietims of put-up jobs 
Those of us who have wives don’t know when 
some bad name will be placed upon them as It 
was in this case. Now this appeal is not to 
lis friends alone. It is also to his enemies, if 
Joe has any, I advise them as showmen not to 
zo back on him, but show their pride and belp 
him alonz. Get back at him some other time 
when he is able to help himself—not now. 

From a showmen’s standpoint we all know 
Joe is a real showman. He is a tent showman, 
a park showman and exposition showman, e@ 
promoter and a manager of his own shows un- 
der his own rame. Furthermore he always p-o- 
tected that name while he was able (Recent- 
ly a certain person has been faking it but that 
does not burt him much.) 

Joe has been a good fellow—open-hearted and 
generous to a fault. He has helpt others—lois 
of them. Now in his need, others ought to 
help him, 

His wife also is In very bad circumstances 
She is destitute and has a little baby sick on 
her hands. 

Let us open our hearts. Let the spirit of 
Christmas prompt you to gift-making.

After a trip to South America in 1884 Monroe 
secured a berth with the F. A. Robbins Show 
and after the close of his engagement with them 
he joined Buffalo Bill’s Show and the Forepaugh 
Show at Madison Square Garden, N. Y. The 
spring of that year, 1886, found Mark with the 
Robbins Show again and in charge of the ele- 
fants. In 1891 he went to the Pittsburg Zoo 
to take charge of the animals there. In 1892 
he was in charge of the elefants with the 
Hunting Show and also had general supervision 
of all the animals. Here he remained until 
January, 1893, when he left to join the Ring 
ling Bros.’ Show at Baraboo, Wis. Here again 
he was given charge of the bulls and remained 
till the close of the season at Havana, Il.. 
October 10. Then he joined the Hagenbeck 
Show. which performed at the World's Fair in 
Chicago during the uext year. Since that time 
he has been identified with various shows but 
always in charge of some animals, especially 
elefants. While with the Providence, R. 1. 
Zoo as superintendent of the animals. he hau 
the good fortune to raise five white striped 
hyenas Superintendents from several animal 
gardens around the country journeyed to Provi 
dence especially to see how Monroe was getting 
such good results with his animals. He also 
raised a moose while connected with the zoo at 
Providence. He is planning at the present time 
to go to Lendon to bring back some animals for 
various zoological gardens around the Eastern 
part of the country He is considered to be one 
of the few men in this country who know al!

Monkeys are required to be kept in quaran- 
tine for fifteen days after landing: the quar- 
antine may be in the stores of the importer 
where they are tested for blood infection by 
the government agents The test is made by 
bleeding the animal behind the ear: after the 
laboratory *xamination has proven it free 
from taint, the doctor's certificate is sufficient 


to free it to the country.

advertising of deadly weapons that can not 
possibly be intended for aught but an individual 
war of man against man. Too often, of man 
against woman. Thank God, we have had but 
few women “‘gunmen’’ as yet, but if the plea of 
self-defense is to avail for the practice of pistol- 
earrying, then it is hard to see why the most 
defenseless sex should not be the best customers 
of tkis iniquitous trade of gun selling to the 
tndividual. 

It may be urged that regulation of the sale 
of small arms could not be made effectiv. In 
anewer to this is the very effectiv national and 
state regulation of the sale of poisons. 

And national legislation is the action that is 
needed. 

The manufacturers of revolvers and automatic 
pistols may shout ‘“‘confiscation’’ and ‘‘inter- 
ference." It remains a fact that in our cities 
we do not go in fear of four-footed wild animals, 
and, if they were deprived of their weapons of 
offense—not defense—we should not mortally fear 
the gangster or rough two-footed brutes. 

Better than that. Let him not prepare only. 
Let him defend himself, but let him not do so in 
apn ineffectiv and wholly clumsy and unscientific 
fashion at the dictates and for the unholy 
profit of the gun makers. 

He has no need to fight his enemies and the 
enemies of society single handed, surprised and 
at great disadvantage. Let him follow the 
counsel of hisiory and disarm them at whole 
sale and economically while they are yet in his 
power. 

If we have people sworn and paid to protect 
us, ready and armed and willing to undertake 
the duty—what folly to permit our and their 
enemies to secretly arm for nightly war and 
forays against their lives and our peace and 
security. 

That is just what we are doing while we 
allow the untrammeled sale of pocket firearms. 
There will be found many objections—some of 


, them ceonscientious—against any plan of Govern 


ment interference. 

The conscientious objector need not trouble 
us. Indeed, a proportion of him will be found 
in the ranks of the gunmen themselves, for 
we should not forget the villain’s point of view. 
nor the curious fact that there was never yet 
an evil-doer who could not find in his own mind 
an excuse or justification for his conduct in 
the conditions that existed prior to the com- 
mital of bis overt act. 

It is in this curious trait that we find an ex- 
planation of the sympathy criminals feel for 
each other in a court room. They are all band- 
ed against Injustice to the individual, or so it 
appears to them. 

There were found many objectors against the 
abatement of the frightful opium trade of 
China, as against the abatement of other evils 
not necessary to enumerate. These can be 
overcome, To do so, and to remove at least 
one of the causes that are now operating to 
make this the most lawless nation tn the civ 
lized world, should engage the serious atten- 
tion of every man and woman in it. 

The Sullivan law is excellent as far as It 
goes. It should be made even more severe 
and adopted in every state in the union. 

And for the isolated farmer or tavern keeper, 
or the dweller along country roads or trunk rail 
way lines, or the city householder, let him ask 
himself—not others—whether he prefers to tote 
a gun and lively apprehensions of being unex 
pectedly called upon to use it against the 
terprising yeggman, hobo, burglar or ganester, 
similarly armed and very likely better versed in 
its handling, or to be assured that none who may 
desire his life or his wealth can come fully 
equipt to deprive him of either thru the mere 
pressure of a finger. 

Armed only with nature’s weapons, the thug 
would be infinitely less deadly little practice 
will give any ordinary man armed with a stout 
stick or club a decided advantage over—or at 
least an even chance with—a prowler armed with 
a knife. 

With much artistic color printing and delicate 
inlay work in black and white in the maga- 
zines and papers it has been declared that it is 
the duty of every American to be prepared to 
defend himself.

juired while with the cireus. This was the 


1y of his triumph and ever afterward he was 

nected in some manner with the circus. Mr, 
Mark saw service with a great many shows 

the year just before the Civil War. Among 
hem was the old-time Mable’s Circus and 
Menagerie and here Mr. Marks became ac 

sinted with such men as the Pastor Brothers, 
‘rank, Billy and Tony. ‘The last-named be 
ame famous later as a vaudevil manager in 
New York City. Mr, Marks was able to tell 
¢ many interesting experiences with the cir 
cus during the war. At that time shows of 
il kinds made it a point to remain as far 
porth ag possible and thus avoid the dapger 
youe. Still Lake and Norton's Circus, With 
which Mr. Marks Was connected at the time, 
performed for six weeks in the neighborhood 
f Nashville, Tenn., where the Federal troops 
were encamped. He related how on one occa 
sion the horses of the circus were confiscated 
by the soldiers, who expected a battle. When 
the battle failed to materialize, however, the 
horses were returned with thanks after two 
or three days. It was the custom to give three 
performances each day and the spectators con 
sisted mainly of soldiers, altho a few civilians 
strayed in occasionally, 


Besides his clown work, Mr. Marks was ac 


customed to give a performance in trick bare 
back riding, which he called the ‘‘visit of 
the drunken man to the circus.’’ It was 


while giving this performance that be met with 
an accident which laid him up for two years 
While running around the ring with bis horse, 
he was kicked on the knee, which was in- 
jured so severely that he fell to the ground 
and had to be carried out of the ring. 

In 1872, Mr, Marks joined the Sells Show 
and later in the same year Barnum’s Circus. 
He concluded his circus career with the old 
Joba E. Kobinson Show, with which he was 
connected on and off for 25 years. The pic 
ture shown he.ewith was taken in 1864, when 
Mr. Marks was still a young man in the prime 
of his career. 

Mr. Marks had three children all associated 
in some way with the circus ring. Sallie, the 
oldest dauguter, wus perhaps the bist koown 
of all. She was considered in her day to be 
the greatest horsewoman who ever performed in 
the circus ring. She was never knovuwn to shirk 
when any difficult feat was to be performed, and 
always did ber best to get away with it li 
is greatly to her credit to say that she hardly 
ever failed to make a great hit with the peo 
ple who were fortunate enough to see ber 
performances. Sullie was the wife of Will 
Showles, who was known as the greatest bart 
back rider the world has ever seen without ex- 
ception. It was while Fannie was on a trip t 
South America in 18380 with the Fred Garduer’s 
Circus that she was taken severely ill and died 
there. Fannie was a wember of the Baptis 
Church and nothing gave ber more pleasure 
than to attend the Sabbath school and teach 
the little tots of her class the lesson of th: 
day. From the accompanying fotograf (taken 
ian 1878) of Sallie the reader may judge fi 
himself what sort of a girl Fannie Mark 
was. Her death was deeply felt by all whvu 
had the pleasure of her friendship. 

Mr. Maiks’ youngest daughter, Minnie, was 
also commected with the circus ring. ibe foto 
graf shown above was taken in 1866, when 
Minnie, at the age of tive years, was even then 
considered one of the best bareback riders whew 
ever performed in the ring. She, too, wag a 
fearless rider and was kuown to perform trick~ 
and stunts with the most unruly horses. Some 
of her acts were so dangerous that other per 
formers dared not attempt them. But Miunie 
always Managed to get away with them, both 
with great credit to herself and to the g.eai 
delight of the audience. She was perhaps tli 
most daring rider ever connected with the Sell 
‘ros.’, Barnum’s or Robinson's Circuses. She 
was grace and beauty pe.sonified and wus 
often styled the ‘‘pride of the arema."’ She 
Was the wife of Charles M. Kobinson, th: 
son of old John Robinson, the veteran circus 
man and the best-known in his day. Minnie 
died in 1886 at the home of John Robinson, 
which was at that time located at Seventh 
and College Streets, Cincinnati, Obio. Her re 
mains lie buried in the Robinson family lot 
at Cincinnati.

circus ring were James Robinson and Charles 
. Fish. James Kobinson was adopted 
by old John Robinson, the circus king, and 


took the name of Robinson, after his adopted 
futher rather than his own, which was Fitz 
geral. James was a poor boy hailing from Cov 
ington, Ky., and, at the time he was taken 
under the sheltering wing of John Robinson, 
was selling newspapers and shining boots on 
the streets to earn his daily bread. He was » 
naturally-born bareback rider and rose to fame 
@s a most skillful rider within a few years 
afier he adopted the career as a rider in t 


circus ring. He wag as good hearted and 
friendly as any man in the circus and wis 
alWays ready to lend a helping hand to an) 
of his brother or sister performers to give 
them a lift and assist them on the road t 
success. He wags the highest paid rider of all 


circuses In his day, with no excepti.ns what 
ever. The picture shown herewith (taken in 
163) is a remarkable likeness of the famous 
rider taken on his favorite horse, which he 
purchased from a priest in Louisville, Ky. 
paying $1,000 cash for the animal. James 
Robinson's last work in the circus ring was 
pert el while he was connected with th 
Sells Bros.’ Show, where he was known as 
“Governor Robinson."’ He was the champion 
bareback rider in the world and altho many 
attempts were made to take that title from 
bim none was successful. James Robinson 
may still be found passing his leisure hours 
h tis) ng in Delavan Lake, at Delavan, Wis 
Chief among the contestgnts for the title 
held by James Robinson. wits a young man b) 
the name of Charles M, Fish, also a noted 
bereback rider. He, too, was very skillful 1 
hendling a horse and on oné@ oceasion competed 


with James Rob'nsen for a handsome diamoni 
belt The judges awarded fhe prize to Robin 
son as the better horseman of the two ani!

Charles Fish was one of the few riders to ex-

for the purpose of helping men to be more valu- 
able on farms and in workshops; but these col- 
leges can reach only a few of those who need 
their help. The college extension work has de- 
veloped the short course and farmers’ institute 
and the local experiment fields; but there are 
still others who ought to be reached in some 
way. Our farm papers and lecturers are doing 
a great and good work and deserve our encour- 
agement: but there are many others who need 
to be toneched with the zeal for better farming. 
The state fair comes in to do some work that 
could not be done in any other way. and it 
reaches many people who might otherwise n-ver 


be reached. It is because of this fact. as I 
believe, that we are recelving such hearty co- 
operation of the agricultural colleges, the farm 


papers and every other influence of an educational 
character. 

The fact that a state fair is first and above 
all else a part of the educational system of the 
state. rather Mhan a commercial or amusement 
enterprise, is being so imprest upon the 
generally that the attitude of the public toward 
our state fairs is improved. The educational 
benefits are distributed thruout the entire state. 
After a time a community perhaps a hundred 
miles from the seat of the fair begins to feel 
the effect of the uplifting influence of the fair 
and rejoice in its prosperity. 


Another fase of the state fair is In the in 
direct value of the amusement program. It 
would be just as foolish to undertake to make 


a good fair without any entertainment features 
as to make one that is all given over to side 
shows and amusements The problem its not 
whether there shall be entertainment, but how 
much and In what form. Now the very best en- 
tertainment at a state fair is that which fits In 
naturally with the fair itself, or the things that 
encourage all visitors to remain and see all that 
is worth while at the fair. A properly arranged 
Ilve stock show at night for instance. leads a 
great many persons to a study of the finest 
and best animals exhibited who might otherwise 
miss this part of the fair. Good musie draws 
many peonle one way or another at a fair and 
directs thelr attention to the features most con- 
splcnous. Thousands may go to-.a fair to see

days of bard work, studying the likes and dis 
likes of the small-time audiences, seeing acts. 
both big and small, night after night, week in 
end week out, with the one idea constantly in 
mind—the betterment of the popular-price vau 
devil situation. 

Competition in the earlier days was very keer 
and the man who could get hold of a good act 
ané play it in his theaters before his arrival !- 
the same territory, in every case was the man 
whose houses were doing the big business. 

Today, in the East. there Ig little opposition 
to speak of. The small-timers are divided int: 
fcur camps and with one exception no open, 
warfare is being conducted one against th 
other, 

Of the four camps the most important of th 
popular-price circuits is that of the Loew—Su! 
livan & Considine affiliations which can give a 
standard act 42 consecutive weeks with th: 
bookings for the entire time passing under the 
scrutiny of only two men. 

The United Family Department can do as wel! 
for a slightiy smaller grade of act, while the 
recently formed Consolidated Booking Offices car 
offer abont twelve weeks in New York and New 
England. 

The William Fox Circuit is of importance t: 
Western performers inasmuch as the houses 
bockt thru this office are. for all practical pur 
poses, in New York Citr. The Western man 
who sometimes finds the Eastern manager slow 
about looking over his act, can have the cholc« 
(?) of either Loew or Fox time for a New 
York showing, and should be able to connt on 
getting the agent of his choice to see the ac’ 
sometime during the several consecutive week- 
to be workt in the city. 

There are innumerable other agencies in Nev 
York booking anywhere from three days to fiv« 
or six weeks and the majority of them are in a 


thriving condition. These concerns are educating 
the newcomer in the managerial end of the pop 
vlar-priced game. This genus homo, as goon as 
he gets the lay of the land, hies himself to 
ene of the bigger agencies for his shows an 
another springs up to keep alive the smaller 
booker, 

So great has been the advancement in junior 
\eudevil in the past few years that many ar 
wondering just where it will emd. It is a: 
assured fact that the popular-price houses are 
getting by far the larger part of the vaudevi! 
patronage. 

Neighborhood houses have sprung up seeming!) 
overnight in New Yok City and the crowds 
have commenced packing the houses almost from 
the frst week. On the other hand the houses of 
the higher admission scale are doing a poorer 
bus ness than ever before since vaudevil has 
become firmly established. It must indeed be a 
mighty headliner now who can draw capacit: 
audiences to the big-time houses More often 
the frequenter of that class of entertain 
ment hear the remark anent an act on the bil! 
“Ob, I saw that act at such and such a house.’’ 
always naming a theater with a scale of admis 
sion called popular. 

With a top price of 25 cents, Marcus Loew 
furnishes an entertainment that will compar 
most favorably with any to be seen at doubl« 
the price. And he does not ask the patrons t 
come to him for their amusement. On the 
coutrary he carries it right into the heart of 
their own neighborhood and serves it to them in 
a theater, the appointments of which equal i: 
every way to those offering vaudevil at twice 
the admission It is then no wonder that the 
patron prefers this to coming down town, spend 
ing an hour in traveling, and then seeing an en 
tertainment but little better than could be see) 
tight arcund the corner from the home at hal! 
the price. 

Nor is Marcus Loew the only man who is 4 
Ing this. Precisely the same thing is being 
dcne by Cunningham & Flugelman, and Moss « 
rrill, of the Consolidated Booking Offices, an‘ 
Wiitiem F of the Fox Circuit.

small-time booking man 
ogers contented themselves with an evenly 
balenced show iittle attention being given ft 
headliners. This was due partly to the fact 
that the big names would not play small-tim« 
and partly to the fact that the money spen' 
for entertainment would not allow for an) 
great amount to be spent on names. In thx 
day of theaters seating 2.600 people. and pla: 
ing three shows a day, the box-office taking~ 
have been so enlarged that a much greater 
amount can now be spent on the show. 

It is not an infrequent thing for one of th: 
manegers to spend as much for one act toda: 
as in former times he set aside for his entir: 
show. 

The difference between big-time salaries an 
small-time salaries for the same acts is rapidis 


growing smaller. In former tines the ari 
playing small-time was «vontent fer some rea 
son to chop from twenty to thircr per cen 


so. The actor asks and in a number of cases 
receives the full amount allowed in the bigg« 
houses. 


Let ome man set the pace and receive hi- 
big-time salary and every actor who hears of i 
sheep like, demands the same thing and if h« 
holds out for it he will get it. While ther 
are acts a-plenty there are not enough real!) 
good acts to go around. On almost any bill wil! 
be found acts which judged from the most char 
iteble standpoint can only be called fair. The 
man who bookt them knew that the act was not 
up to standard, but in the absence of better 
material and the necessity of keeping the cost 
of the show within a certain limit, there was 
nothing else to do but play it and trust that it 
would get by with as little unfavorable com 
ment as possible. 


Just as a prognostieation. The time ig not 
far distant when the popular-priced vaudevi! 
houses wil] corral all of the business worth hav 
ing. There will always be big-priced vandev!! 
but it will be served to the public in the house- 
of the Shuberts and Klaw & Erlanger and in 
the guise of road shows. A show, with a gi 
gantic drawing card at its head and composed 
of rattling good vaudevil acts. the best than 
can be obtained at any price, will be formed i: 
New York and intact will be carried aroun’ 
the country to take its place in the scheme of 
anrusements along with musical comedy, farce 
drama, etc.

wasted When this is done intelligently ther: 
should be no part of the film not available for 
the advertiser's use. And a moving picture 
advertising specialist deserving of the nam: 


will develop a telling advertising punch In 
each separate picture, and there are sixteen 
on every foot of film. Furthermore, it Is 


within the province of the moving picture ad 
vertising specialist to protect the advertiser b 
making it known that it is not possible to 
exhibit advertisiag moving pictures in all the 
meving picture theaters and it is up to thi< 
fame specialist to guide the moving picture ad 
vertising thrn savigable channels which lead

The up-to-date advertising expert has a high 
regard for moving pictures but after he has 
listeped to the extravagant claims advanced by 
fellows whose sole assets consist of a camera 
a pint of Kodak experience, a bundle of 
herve and an unlimited amount unsubstantiated 
theory he has that expect- much feeling 
which the legitimate seller of moving picture 
advertising has to offset by a sane explanation 
of the real possibilities of the field and an 
acknowledgement that it has {f(s limitations. 

Several important and woaty industrial in- 
stitutions have demonstrated their own sat 
isfaction that it is cheaper to have their mov 
ing pieture advertising campaigns handled by 
people who specialize in and, understand the 
business than It is to buy campras, hire opera 

for film and {ts development 
It costs money to buy mowing picture ex 
perience, and the mere price of the camera 
fim and operator's expenses Qepresents but a 
small part of the investment necessary to 
make good moving pictures. Syccessful moving 
pieture advertising means at only that the 
pictures are fotografically good, but that th: 
subject is presented on film so that [It can 
sivertise, and then exhibited at places and 
in & manner which accomplishes the adver- 
tising purpose. 

Here is a pretty fair formula: 

Take a good subject that will stand for ple- 
torial proof—Listen to everyone who says: ‘“‘! 
ean deliver the goods for you'’—-Take the

forced issue beeause of the impregnable walls 
which surrounded the factions then in power 
These who wisht to manufacture moving pic- 


tures found that there was ne market awaiting 
them where they could command te financia 
advantage, but knowing the desire of human 
nuture te witness the extraordinary, conceived 
what is known ag the feature. These at firs! 
were merely events, such as prize fights, etc. 
bet finally developed into dramas, melodramas 
and other forms of entertainment that con 
taimed enouf sustained action to cempose two 
or three thousand feet of moving pictures. 
They have now gone so far as to draw on the 
Ikgitimate stage for both plays and players 
This, however, is a branch of the business that 
must be systematized, a more concrete method 
must be put in vogue for the releasing, dis- 
tributing and handling of these pictures. Be 
cause of the inroads these features have mack 
imto the regular rental business dome by the 
buying exchanges of all factions, the manufac 
turers in order to protect their output, have 
realized the necessity of imclnding several 
feature releases a week in the program. The 
great demand for these subjects is causing 
them to gradually prepare for what is bound 
to be an indispensable requirement of the 
feture. 

Altho a large number of domestic features 
are being placed on the market. the great 
influx of foreign product has brought into ex 
istence a large number of feature exchanges. 
Chicago alone has about twenty of these. all 
actively engaged in supplying the exhibitor the 
subects he has to offer. The great numbers is 
a bealthy evidence that this Is a branch of tly 


besiness which is certain to be recognize! 
stronger each day. The rental of these fea 
tures is also more remunerativ than a like 


number of reels would be of the regular re 
lease kind. With the regular release, the 
price is arrived at from the age of the film. 
while with the special feature the price is 
always the same regardless of age. the only 
comlition being taken Into consideration is the 
previous publicity the film has had in the 1 
eality or city for which it is bookt. Thi 
comfition without a doubt will resolve itself 
into something similar to that now in effect 
in the aystematic service. 

With the coming of the better class theater 
and the elimination of the store show the cal! 
for the feature will be stronger, because the 
eapacity of the larger sized honses will per 
mit of a longer show which can be operated on 
a profitable basis. 

Every day we find many of the better class 
hovses which were bullt for other purposes 


being converted to the moving picture. A 
large number of Chicago's outlying vaudevil 
Louses ate now offering pictures. We alse find 


a large number of splendidly constructed thea- 
ters being built for just this purpose. These 
conditions, combined with the natural tendency 
of those behind this great came to further the 
picture industry aleng lines which wil) bring 
it forth supreme as a medium of entertainment 
has caused its fenomina] growth the world over 
Alse the natural development of this enter 
prise to larger accomplishments has occasioned 
a desirable and prosperons state of affairs. 

It is also gradually systematizing this trade 
to a degree that has long been senght. Re 
gardless of this, however, the vast rera it 
is yet to cover calls for ambition and concen- 
trative qualities that must necessarily be forth 
coming owing to the Increasing and broaden 
ine of this business along lines that demands 
these conditions. The magnitude of this en 
terprise has brought about a reeoenition which 
in itself bespeaks a mighty work born from th 
energy and brain of a class, the sole purpose:

The fallacy of his reasoning e 
his conduct is to be likened only 


to that of the early California gold seekers, 
who scraped placer after rich placer, without 
ever dreaming from where the gold all came. Not 
so the Guggenheims and other mining kings in 
these days A property is offered them and 
thoroly examined and reported on by competent 


and proven engineers. If it be acquired, its 
development proceeds along certain fixed lines. 
Its probable life and extent and richness having 
been ascertained, other engineers devise the 
best method of getting out all the gold. Not 
the method of getting some results most 
quickly, but the one sure method that will ex- 
tract all the payable ore at the least possible 


cost. This method may result in the expendi- 
ture of much money and time before a pound of 
ore goes under the stamps, but the Guggenheims 
know the gold is there, and they have been 
advised as to the best method of its extraction. 

And in such an inexhaustible gold mine as the 
catering to the amusement proclivities of the 
greatest spending nation on earth, merely em 
pirical methods are still being followed in a 
majority of cases. Squeeze the orange. Kill 
the goose that lays the golden eggs, and let the 
devil take the bindmost.

It is re- 
spectfully submitted the public also demand 
sightlier buildings, more enduring construa@tion, 
more green spaces, nicer walks, and above all— 
at places like Coney Island—free access to the 
beach, where Nature may spread before them 
night and day that varietv which is the first 
reason for the park’s being. 

Take Coney Island as a concrete instance. It 
is safe to assert that outside of the big ex- 
positions, more of the designers’ and builders’ art 
has been experimented with here than elsewhere 
on earth. It is in the position of tapping the 
biggest gold mine on earth—New York's teeming 
population. Yet at the close of this season the 
management of one of its biggest enterprises 
called all its concessionaires together and asked 
them to give their reasons why it had not been 
a banner season. The reasons given were vari 
ous, but the most plausible advanced was that 
the big people—the free spenders of the ‘‘mil- 
lionaire’’ class—had been driven away by vari 
ous ‘“‘fakes,’’ and that they would stay away 
until they were sure of getting value for their 
money. For your free spender will spend freely 
for something worth having or enjoying, but he 
dearly hates to spend something for nothing 
In other words, to being ‘‘stung.’ 

The reason advanced by one of the largest 
realty owners on the Island is that pronerty 
values are altogether too high—exorbitant—and 
that no one can hope to pay his rental and make 
a profit in the short season of one hundred 
days. Individual greed is the worst malady 
that affects Coney, and there is a chance that 
more liberal, far-sighted, altruistic, and ulti 
mately more profitable policies will be pursued 
in the future 

At the beginning of 1907, the Schenck Bros.

which they had rented for ten years, at $15,000 


per year. They had had unparalleled success 
with the Rough Rider, a similar ride, at Para 
dise Park, for four years previous, yet their 
Red Devil was lost to them in the course of a 
couple of seasons.

he contracted to pay for at $12,000 per year. 
He is not there now. In the years of boom, 
from 1902 to 1907, both of these would un- 
doubtedly have made good. 

But it an extravagant method of working the 
gold mine when the ground landlord will con- 
sistently ask rentals for known lean years that 
were only justified in the fat ones. Coney 
Island is making a move in the right direction. 
Its citizens’ committee—recently formed—may 
bring about a realization on the part of property 
ewners that theirs is a community of interest, 
and that what best serves Coney Island will best 
serve the individual. The board-walk plan is 
still inchoate, but one move in the right direc- 
tien was made when Attorney-General Carmody 
recently ordered the removal of all obstructions 
along the beach below high-water mark. 


All that part of Coney Island should be taken 
over by a twenty or thirty million dollar syndl- 
eate. Then it could be watered again and 
again, and could still nay very handsome and 
increasing dividends for all the years to come, 
while being improved as a pleasure ground from 
year to year. 


In various cities of the country are to be 
found parks and gardens that are examples of 
what can be done with consistent and business- 
lke endeavors to give the people what they 
want. Eliteh’s Gardens, in Denver, is a con- 
erete illustration. Two or three other parks in 
the same city are opposite examples, showing 
the inevitable resu of over-capitalization, of 
inexperience, and the folly of putting In 
More parks than the community can support. 
Sufficient experience has been gained so that 
there are a round dozen of promoters in the 
eountry who can estimate to almost five thous- 
and dollars just what expenditure is proper for 
a city of any given size. 

Vastly better for the promoter—where a city 
is already adequately supplied with park facili- 
tles—to buy out a possibly obsolete competitor 
and restock his park with new rides and nov 
elties, than tp court trouble and cheapen the 
bg proposition by building another half suc- 


Examples of parks that foreshadow fairly 
enough what parks should be to merit success 
are: Euclid Beach, Cleveland: Blitch’s Gardens, 
Denver; Paxtang Park, Harrisburg; Kenneywood 
Park, Pittsburg, and dozens of others, these few 
being mentioned without prejudice to any, but 
simply to show that the park proposition is an 
enduring one, and that capital should never be 
lacking to back such enterprises when promoted 
with brains and experience. 

Parks should be sightly breathing places, filled 
with amusement resorts. tinged with a spice of 
excitement. Harry Tudor says an amusement 
park is a caronssell, surrounded by green grass 
and people eating and drinking. An epigram- 
atic definition, containing all the truth and the 
germ of the park idea. 


he future of the amusement ome" is as solid 
as the mountains. The method ofsemploiting and 
promoting them should be changefl.* Let the 
conditions be studied as for the start of any 
vther stable business, ard neither backers, pro- 
moters, concessionaires nor public need be dis- 
appointed. 

Neither railroads, banks, mines, manufactures. 
nor any other form of commercial endeavor offer 
a richer, more extensive or less exploited field 
than this one of park amusements, which is at 
once the most ancient and the most modern of 
all forms of pleasure providing.

them ‘blacked up'’; some of them pounded the 
tambourine; many of them wielded the bones 
while dancers and singers, banjo players and 
comedians, now ensconced in the chair of stage 
success, find their pictures in early days adorn- 
ing the minstrel hall of fame. It was min- 
Strelsy who gave to the entertainment world 
the galaxy of stars who run the entire gamut 
of theatrical requirements. They secured their 
first foothold in the minstrel] world, and this 
form of entertainment, it must be agreed, has 
given to the profession more divideads in stars 
than any other branch of amusements. 

The solution to tbe situation is simple. Min- 
strelsy requires a peculiar performer. From 
the first inception dewn to the present day the 
minstrel man must be one of varied talents. 
First, he must be able to sing, for music is the 
sheet anchor of this branch of the profession; 
second, he must be a dancer—a dancer of more 
than ordinary ability, inasmuch as he, himself 
is required, while dancing, te hold the stage 
alone for a portion of the time; and, thirdly, 
the minstrel performer must be an elocutionist 
able to talk on a stage. The other branches of 
amusements do not include these rigid qualifica- 
tions. An adept in one little line, a rson 
Whose talent runs all one way, is ab'e to shine 
nowadays in some branch of the mimic world, 
but the person who has graduated from min- 
strelsy has been compelled to shine, and shine 
brightly, in various departments, hence his tal- 
ent brings him to the fore quickly and foreibly. 

Minstrelsy of to-day is simply the evolution of 
this popular form of entertainment. As the 
other forms of stage entertainment has pro- 
gressed with the passing of the years, so has 
the black-face form of entertainment taken a

than the magnates bebind it, a fact which has 
been demonstrated repeatedly. Better theaters, 
cleaner dressing rooms, greater privileges have 
been extended whenever possible. This has not 
been inspired by entirely unselfish motives as 
the box office receipts clearly shew, but 80 
long as the performer's lot is made increas- 
ingly happy, the greater profit on the part of 
the men behind the game is legitimately earned. 

The highest market prices are paid for ve- 
hicles and, if the books, lyrics and music do 
not prove to be worth the prices paid for them, 
certain it is that the men behind burlesque af- 
fairs should not receive censure. They want 
great shows and have tried to get them. It is 
possible te write a fairiy clean burlesque show 
that nevertheless would be pure buriesque. Bur 
the writers require schooling in this direction, 
and every lesson they learn is at the expense 
of the show they prepare. They receive thei: 
remuneration and forget all about the play. 
After the play is paid for the managers’ worry 
begins. Poor shows may be poor for hundreds 
of reasons that do not appear upon the sur 
face. A star may be enlisted who has been 
used to different parts than the one alotted to 
him. Oftimes he changes the part to suit his 
own style of work, and, while this sometimes 
strengthens the play, more often it leads to 
disastrous resalts. But the management pays 
the star for what he is able to do, am 
consent

of an expounding of qnality. 


And this is the real problem. Give the audi- 
ence something really new and they may not 
receive it at all. Give them something old 
and, no matter how often they have seen it, 
they will laugh. perhaps for old times’ sake. 
The fundamental object is to win laughs at 
all odds. Can the manager be blamed for 
shutting his eyes at the interpolation of un 
original matter when he knows that the most 
original material in the world has received lit- 
tle or no appreciation at the hands of the aun 
dience? In addition to this, so long as highly 
paid writers fall to judge the real needs of a 
burlesque show, should the company disband. 
after the franchise holders have invested good, 
round iron men in assembling it? The answer 
is obvious and stealing will continue to go on 
until each show In each wheel is made so stron¢e 
and is received so heartily by audiences that 
there will be no need of interpolation of bor 
rowed material. As this condition is more of a 
forecast of a far-distant Utopia thar an ex 
pression of present-day conditions, we must

When the 
dinner scene is introduced the Jew comedian 
“warms up’ to the fair damsel and replies to 
ber request for wine by ordering beer or in- 
quiring the price of tooth picks. When one 
eomedian is “‘killed’’ by another the ‘‘dead’’ 
man arises and proceeds to take some money 
placed on the ground to cover some sort of a 
wager. Can any of these stunts be traced to 
a definite origin? Certainly not, and if expres- 
sions of originality were called for, hundreds 
of comedians, Managers and writers would lay 
claim to identical stunts and each would prove 


conclusively, to his own satisfaction at least, 
that be was the one and the only originator 
of the bit. 

The men behind burlesque would = giladly 


change these conditions if they could, but they 


can not The solution lies somewhere in the 
Utopian feature, and nobedy worries considera- 
biy over it. The hard-working chorus girls will 


continue to get “‘bands’’ on cleverly staged num- 
bers, even though a dozen shows have used the 
same song in the same way previously dur- 
ing the same season. The comedians wi!!! con- 
tinue te get laughs on old jokes founded upon 
the transfer of stage money, and wil! refrain 
from blushing over the lack of originality 
in these offerings. The leading lad'es and sou 
brets will depend more upon fysical charms 
than the merit of their lines to get laughs from 


the audiences. Grotesque comedians wil! de- 
pend more upon external ugliness than any- 
thing else to get thelr mite of laughs, the 


production of which is cashed into comfortabie 
weekly salaries far higher by comparison than 
the salaries pald vaudevil acts introducing orig 
foal material. And so the merry world of bur 
lesque continues to go ‘round and ‘round and 
‘round. 

Of course, the truth is that all are valuable, 
and one of the most beautiful things about 
the buriesque situation is that a careful bal- 
ance of mutual need is constantly maintained 
The power that comes with the knowledce of 
greater stability than that of any other branch 
of theatrical endeavor should be a source of 
great pride and happiness. 

But the world has a stubborn tendency to 
move forward, and most of the nations of 
ancient history met their fall when passing 
through a period of greatest self-congratulation. 
The men bebind burlesque know this and they 
are striving day and night to find new ways of 
meeting cenditions automatically imposed by 
modern burlesque, not because burlesque wants 
them, but because other amusement fields in 
their endeavors to advaice force burlesque to 
accept them. 


And this is where the paradoxical attitude 
assumes definite shape. As the other fields of 
amusement continue to advance, wil! burlesque 
go through evolutions that will make it some 
thing else, distinctly different from burlesque 
and unworthy of the name because too worthy 
a form of entertainment to be characterized by 
it? Or will burlesque remain on the same basis 
as heretofore and merely improve by the ad- 
vances made in otber amusement fields and 
emerge truer burlesque than ever, tho, per- 
haps, showing less of the superficial form ot 
advance than other amusements? Is the pres- 
ent prosperous condition of burlesque affairs 
merely a prediction of greater prosperity, or 
{se it an introductory state to a complete revo- 
lution which will leave nothing but the name, 
burlesque, or not even the name? Variety grad 
uated into vaudev!l and vandevil now embraces 
dramatic features which heretofore belonged 
only to the dramatic, legitimate stage. Wil! 
the needs of improving burlesque to meet the 
ever-changing condition, implying greater merit 
in productions, lead to a complete gradua- 
tlon into such a new form of entertainment, 
bot vaudevil, not musical comedy, yet combining 


polnts of both and th ‘ 

burlesque ? e drama—and yet not 
The days when comedians will peep thru 

holes in the curtain and ascertain how many 


ladies are in the audience and accordingly ask 
the manager ‘“‘whether it should be a clean or 
indecent show,’’ must go forever. Likewise, the 
who-was-that-lady-I-saw-with-you"’ type of joke 
Must be relegated to the back-ground Bur 
lesque authorities agree that more original ma- 
terial must be included in the books of the 
shows 

Original music numbers have been interpo 
lated, tho the experiment has not proven en 
tirely satisfactory, due as much to the writers’ 
tendency to put forth less than the ordinary 
effort to produce burlesque songs as to the audi 
ences’ desire to hear popular music in pref- 
erence to especially written material. Singers 
with high-class spectalties receive greater hands 
than the slapstick comedians win, but no audi

methods

But 
the problem rests with the burlesque of to- 
morrow. Every franchise holder who strives 
to introduce something really new receives the 
encouragement of the wheel beads and, what 
is more to the point, if he succeeds fn intro- 
ducing something really new he also earns the 
greatest box-office returns. 

There is ne real reason why burlesque should 
not continue to advance and keep pace with 
other amusement advances. But, at present, it 
faces an open portal leading to two separate 
and distinct roads, one the old road of bur- 
lesque, with self-satisfaction as the only guiding 
motive; the other, a new burlesque, which 
will look upon present prosperity as nothing but 
a forecast of greater prosperity, to follow con- 
tinuous improvements that will lead to ultimate 
glory and the possible replacement of burlesque 
by an entirely different form of entertainment 
The danger lies in the ultimate welfare of 
the large family of performers dependent upon 
this eld for their livelihood, and it is with 
full regard to the importance of this that 
the magnates of both wheels are consider- 
ing contemplated improvements. Their courage 
in Introducing new ideas in the past is worthy 
of the bighest praise, but the work called for 
at present is of a far more important and sert- 
ous nature. With burlesque reaching its high 
est and lowest level simultaneously, constitut- 
ing a paradox never before encountered in 
amusement fields, the greatest tact must be 
employed by the directors of both wheels in 
order to relieve the paradoxical aspect and 
provide a form of amusement that will prove 
of the utmost bewefit to the management, the 
performers and fhe public.

<ity editur. Upon the retirement of the dra- 
matic editor he was given charge of the dra- 


matic reviews of the paper, remaining at this 
desk until he became the news editor. In 1908 
he assumed the duties of managing editor of 
the New Britain (Conn.) Herald, and in 1909 
he returned to Washington as the dramatic edi- 
tor of The Washington Post. 

oO. L. Hall. 


0. L. Hall, dramatic editor of The Chicago 
Daily Journal, was bern a Hoosier, but was 
reared in the Illinois -orn belt. Here in the 
early days of his youth he taught school and 
labored in a bank. He desired to obtain a 
smatter of ‘‘higher education ’’ and spurred on 
by this, entered Northwestern University. During 
the late nineties he succeeded in breaking into 
the newspaper game on the staff of The Chicago 
Inter Ocean. He was quite fortunate in his 
work for that paper and for three years was 
the editor of the Sunday edition. Since that 
time he has been occupying free seats reserved 
for the press critics. 


Frederick Howard Hatton. 


Frederick Howard Hatton was born in Peru, 
Ill., July 30, 1879. After a very careful train- 
ing in the lower schools be entered the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, where he graduated in 
1901, receiving the degree of bachelor of 
science. Then, thinking as do 80 wany other col- 
lege graduates that the knowledge he had ob- 
tained was quite insufficient for his purpose, 
he aspired to further collegiate education. 
With this end in view he entered Princeton Uni 
versity and in 1904 be was awarded the degree 
of master of arts. But in the meantime he 
had already broken into the newspaper game, 
having been employed on the staff of The Demo 
crat Mirror at La Salle, Ill. Since then his 
career a8 a newspaper man has been checkered 
with many changes, sometimes for the worse, 
but often for the better. He saw service on va- 
rious papers in Lllinois, Iowa and in Milwaukee 
and Chicago. In 1906 he was selected from 
among several other applicants to fill an open- 
ing on the staff of The Chicago Evening Post. 
Here he served his time until August, 1909, 
when he was appointed the dramatic editor of 
that paper. And here he has remained ever 
since. He is a member 8. A. R. Ill, Historical 
Society, the Phi Gamma Delta and Phi Chi fra- 
ternities, the South Shore Country Club and va 
r.ous other organizations too numerous to men- 
tion. He has contributed several theatrical 
articles of worth to different magazines of the 
country. Mr, Hatton ig the author, together 
with his wife, of a play recently produced by 
David Belasco, entitled Years of Discretion. 


Captain Spenser 8S. Huston. 

Captain Spenser 8. Huston, dramatic editor 
of The Philadelphia Evening Herald, was born 
in the Quaker City in 1869. During the early 
part of his life he sang the leading baritone 
parts in more than sixteen leading comic operas, 
including ‘*‘Colonel Calvary’’ in VDatience, ‘*Cap 
tain Coreoran”’’ in Pinafore, the ‘‘Pirate King’’ 
in the Pirates of Penzance, ‘‘Earl of Trollaler’’ 
in lolathe and others. In this way he natural 
ly acquired a thorough knowledge of opera and 
things theatrical in general. During the Span 
ish-American War he served as Captain in the 


| Pennsylvania volunteers in Porto Rico and was 


stationed for several months at San Juan. Aft- 
er his retirement from the army he engaged in 
newspaper work, and after several years spent 
in learning the business he became a dramatic 
editor, which work he has continued ever since. 


J, Rex James, 

J. Rex James has had a varied newspaper 
career since the time he first made up his mind 
that he would be a newspaper man. His first 
work was with The Daily Post at La Salle, Ill., 
a dozen years ago. Here he remained for sev- 
eral years learning all he could about the news- 
paper game in general. Later he served on the 
large newspapers of New Orleans, El Paso, 
Texas, and finally Mexico City. In this city 
he worked for several years on the English 
papers of the Mexican capital. Later he was 
mabaging editor of The Havana Post, and from 
here he journeyed to the Pacific Coast to take 
charge of a paper in San Francisco. Later he 
went dewn the coast to Los Angeles as Sunday 
editor of The Los Angeles Herald. When The 
Trimune was started about a year and a haif 
ago the managers were looking around for some 
one to take up the work of the Sunday edition 
for the new paper and finally selected James to 
fill the bill. Here he has been since, first in 
the capacity of Sunday editor and later as 
dramatic editor. 

Harry L. Knapp. 

Harry L. Knapp is the oldest of dramatic 
writers in Philadeiphia, having served in the 
capacity of dramatic editor of The Philadelphia 
Inquirer continuously for nineteen years. When 
he took his present position be had just come 
into the town from a disastrous tour with a 
comic opera company, of which he was the stage 
manager. His knowledge of life before and 
behind the footlights led The Inquirer to en- 
gage him. He started his theatrical career in 
amateur theatricals, doing all kinds of stunts, 
and then traveled with minstrels and comic 
opera organizations. When a boy he became an 
expert telegraph operator and still enjoys hand 
ling the ‘‘ney’’ occasionally at football games. 
He has no hankering to return to stage life, 
baving purchased a little place nine miles from 
Philadelphia, where he has become somewhat 
of a poultry expert. 

Jacquin L. Lait, 

Jacquin CL. Lait, familiarly known as Jack, 
the dramatic editor of The Chicago Evening 
American, has been associated with newspaper 
an theatrical work for fifteen of his thirty-one 
years. When Mr. Hearst began his career as 
an owner of newspapers Mr. Lait secured a 
berth under his wing and has constantly re- 
mained there ever since, except for a few 
years spent as manager of various theatrical 
attractions. His experience has been obtained 
from all aspects of newspaper work. First as 
a reporter and later as city editor, night editor, 
correspondent and special political writer, he 
has advanced in the service. After several 
years a8 manager for William Morris in his 
fight to establish independent vaudevil thruout 
the nation, Mr. Lait returned to the sheltering 
wing of Mr. Hearst, where he has remained 


ever since. 
Amy Leslie. 

Some twenty years ago at the earnest solict!- 
tation of her family Lillie West Brown left 
the stage after five years of untinterrupted suc- 
cess by way of small triumphs In comic opera. 
In divorcing herself from Audran, Millocher, 
Locoq, Offenbach Sul ivan and her public Miss 
West added an unexpected separation from her 
husband, the exceedingly good comedian, Harry 
M. Brown, and returned to the parental roof 
unincumbered with other than social obligations. 


She found her father, who was the cashier of 
the illfated Cook County National Bank, on 
the verge of ruin, his fortunes wrecked, his 
health Impaired. Mr. West had been a pioneer 
newspaper wan in the West, had founded Journ- 
als and been a figure of note In literature and 
firance in the far west of Iowa and lilinols. 
His daughter immediately set about mending 
the financial condition of things at home and 
was inspired to try her hand at her father’s 
profession of the fourth estate. 

Her first contribution was sent to Charles M. 
Faye, of The Chicago Daily News, and was a4 
description of her own personal experience with 
the Maffia then infesting New Orleans.

Castles in the Air. Mr. White did pot know | 
Miss West’s name nor her recent stage expe 
ence, but he had sense of humor enough t 
to disturb Charlie Faye’s belief in her future 
because of the result of that brisk review. 
Miss West had just left the McCaull Company 
and had played the Spanish girl in the produc 
tion, so she did’ not attend the Chicago Opera 
House at all, but went home and wrote a bril 
liant article upen the event. Alas, the com- 
pany had gone thru a railroad accident and did 
pot arrive until two days later than the date 


scheduled. The Lesile matter went thro two 
morning editions before the telegraph editor 
canght it. Mr. White sent for the Faye prodigy 


and sald craftily: 

“You liked the show last night. did yant™

“Oh. I did not go to see it. I just got 
through playing one of the parts in it so I 
did not bother to go, I just wrote about it."

With the alm of becoming a lawyer he 
attended the Illinois Wesleyan University Col- 
lege of Law. After graduating from there as 
a full-fledged lawyer, prepared to accent + 
an’ all cases he opened an office in Blooming 
ton, Ill. But the gods had decreed otherwi«e. 
and in accordance with thelr wishes he began 
his newspaper career as a reporter on the 
Bloomington Bulletin. After proving his worth 
as a reporter on the Chicago Tribune he wae 
sent as special war correspondent to the front 
in the days of the Spanish-American War. His 
experience as a war reporter wast angmented 
considerably when he waa selected to represent 
The Chicago Dally News during the Ruse 
Japanese strugcle. After joining the Russian 
Army a8 a ecgrrespondent he was captured and 
imprisoned by the Japs. After hie release from 
nrison he contributed several articles on The 
Trials and Tribulations of War to newspapers 
and magazines.

depends entirely upon the music, and that the 
book is of very little importance. As a mftte: 
of fact, there has never been a successful light 
opera without a good book. No one knows 
as well as a great composer the value of a 
meritorious libretto and the difficulty o1: Ye 
ting one, Mascagni writes no more successes be- 
Cause his books have been worthless, and 
Strauss might have written twenty master 
pieces Instead of half a dozen if he could bave 
found the proper texts. 

“The libretto furnishes all that appeals to 
the eye—costumes, scenery, dances and other 
effects. which the author must think out as 
carefully as he does his plot. The appeal 
the ear is made about equally by dialogue. 
verses and music. Of these, the librettist sup 
plies the dialogue and the verses, and the lat 
ter often Inspires and suggests the music. 

“Perhaps I have sald too much about the dif 
ficulty of writing a book for a light opera and 
too much of its importamee as a factor in 
achieving success. But some people think it | 
80 easy to write an acceptable libretto, while 
really it is much harder than to create a goo! 
play. I mean that one has to have a more ver 
satile mind; one has to be an incipk nt artist. 
an embryo musician, a humorist—or a goon 
judge of other people’s humor—a minor poet 
and a stage carpenter.

Maurice 
Grau heard her there when she last visited the 
Golden Gate and offered her $500 a night, which 
she refused, altho the sum was far in excess 
of what Manager Leahy paid her. It was for- 
tunate, indeed, for her that she did refuse Mr. 
Grau’s offer for she went to London instead 
and there created the most sensational furore 
ever.achieved by any singer in the English me- 
tropolis within the past 50 years. 

Oscar Hammerstein, with that foresight which 
has characterized his entire career, engaged the 
new diva for the Manhattan Opera House in 
New York City, and by this procedure was en 
abled to maintain the tenability of his position 
as an impresario. He has bimeelf stated that 
ber advent alone prevented colossal deficits dur- 
ing the three years which he had the temerity 
to compete with the Metropolitan Opera Honse. 
The nights and matinees when Tetrazzini sang 
in the newer opera house were invariably sold 
ont. No singer since Patti has ever demon- 
strated so sustained a vogue in New York, 
hence {ft is not surprising that now, when she 
has elected to tour the country, sbke finds a 
tremendous public response. 

Tetrazzini’s loyalty to Manager Leahy, who 
first revealed her gifts to San Francisco andi- 
ences at the Tivoli. is in striking contrast, 
however, to the attitude of Patti toward her 
managers in her pay days. Poor Map}Pson, who 
paid her $4,000 a night for years, came a 
bankrupt, and when a benefit was arranged for 
him Patt! alone of the great singers refused to 
sing for him. While her attitude toward Henry 
E. Abbey was similarly ungrateful. That 
Tetrazzini does not possess the quality of her 
predecessor may not add to her artistic career, 
but she certainly is having her reward in the 
manner in which Mr. Leahy Is condneting her 
tour. His discernment has attracted the at- 
tention of entrepreneurs all over the world, 
and it is not to be doubted that a new force in 
musical affairs has come into being.

from attending, the seats, as a genegal thing, 
being sold by subscription. St. Petersburg’s 
principal theater is the Theater Marle, where 
opera is exclusiviy given. Alexandra is 
devoted to Russian drama and the Theater 
Michael to high-class Russian and foreign works. 
The Nicolas-II Ponular Theater ig the theater 
of the people. producing dramatic and operatic 
performances at popular prices. 

Warsaw, Odessa and Kiev have modern opera 
houses which would compare favorably with 
the best In America, while Moscow has several 
that are very fine, among them one with an 
International reputation, the Artistic Theater 
where Maeterlinck’s crlebrated The Blue Bird 
was given its first performance. 

Even in Egypt is the theater known, but this 
is due only to the foreign residents there. There 
are several theaters in the larger cities, the most 
important one being in Cairo, called the Khedi- 
vial, much frequented by high society. Onera 
is given for about half the season, the balance 
being devoted to comedy and drama. 

In Persia the theater is called the Tazinen, 
and is used almost exclusivly for the presen- 
tation of the religious drama. Nearly every 
city of anv Importance possesses ai theater, 
used for this purpose about four weeks of the 
year, and the rest of the time as a market, or 
for mercantile purpose. The Imperial Theater, 
at Teheran, is a fine building, and the plavs 
produced here, depicting scenes of the early 
days of Mohammedanism, while crude, are very 
spectacular. 

To the Siamese the theater {s a most im- 
portant institution, and plays a large part In 


their lives. Both theaters and plays are very 
similar to those of China, the plays being gen- 
erally founded on old legends. Many of the 


theaters owned by wealthy citizens, and main- 
tained for their own private use. In Siam no 
public celebration or event is complete withont 
improvised theaters being set up on almost 
every vacant spot. Here the theater is prinel- 
pal amusement of the masses as well as of the 
classes.
